OTHERS START TO..BATTLE. 


Fugitive Is Caught In Half an Hout 
on Tracks After Trying to. 
Hold-Up a Man)He Meets. ~

ALBANY, Dec. 31.—Fifty-nine con- 
victs who were being transferred 
from Sing Sing Prison td Clinton 
Prison in Dannemora staged a short- 
lived revolt today when John P. 
Brennan, a convict, leaped from the 
window of a Delaware & Hudson 
train near Westport. 

Brennan filed or sawed his hand- 
cuffs and leg irons and jumped ftom 
the lavatory of the coach. His break 
for freedom was unsuccessful, how- 
ever, and he was captured in a half 
hour and taken to the jail at Eliza- 
bethtown. 

The six guards had their hands full 
for a while and quelled the disturb- 
ance among the other prisoners only 
after three had been beaten into un- 
consciousness. 

Word of Brennan’s escape was 
sent to the Delaware & Hudson Rail- 
road police and also to Plattsburgh. 
After his leap from. the train Bren- 

. nan tried to hold up a track walker 
between Port Henry and Westport. 
Policemen and members of the State 
constabulary immediately rushed to 
the vicinity to trap Brennan. Sheriff 
Charles W. Orr of Essex County and 
State Trooper William Saidey of the 
Malone Barracks came upon. the 
fugitive as he raced along the 
tracks 


At first he attempted to sidestep. 
the authorities, but surrendered 
quickly when they raised. their 


pistols. 

“He was glad to give up,” the 
sheriff said afterward. ‘‘It was rain- 
ing and Brennan was a_ rather 
bedraggled and sorry spectacle, espe- 
cially as he had no overcoat.’’ 

Brennan, serving a’ seven-and-one- 
half-year term, according to his story 
to Sheriff Orr, was lodged in the 
County Jail, Elizabethtown. He will 
be turned over to the prison author- 
ities for transfer to Clinton. Bren- 
nan was received in Sing Sing, Nov. 
8, 1926, from Richmond County, hav- 
ing been convicted of robbery in 
the second degree. 

He also attempted to escape last 
July, being discovered in a barrel 
of garbage as it was being carried 
from the prison. 

When the convict train reached 
Plattsburgh eight policemen and a 
group of railroad policemen got 
aboard and went to Dannemora with 
the prisoners. Guards also were 
ordered from Clinton Prison to meet 
the train and they reached Platts- 
b before the convict train 
started.

DR. BUTLER ASSAILS 
OUR NAVAL PROGRAM 


Tells Chicagoans Congress: Is 
Asked to Defy the Best in 
~ Pablic Opinion.. 





CHICAGO, Dec. 31 ().—Surprise 
and amazement at-the naval building 
program of the United States .were 
expressed by Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, President of Columbia Univer- 
sity, in an address here tonight. 

“At a time like this, when civilized 
nations are everywhere seeking ways 
and means to reduce their arma- 
ments and to join in establishing 

licies of international peace,” said 

r. Butler, ‘it was disheartening in- 
deed to find the Congress of the

He added that if 
treaties cannot rest on the ‘‘good 
faith: that those nations which make 
them will keep them, then there is 
no basis whatever for civilization or 
for an international association and 
intercourse to promote the highest 
interests of mankind.’’

Leviathan Here From Boston. 

The Leviathan, of the United States

Din Off Battery Wall. 


The harbor of the Battery sea wall

Several deaths were attributed to 
the storm, trains were delayed and 
highways blocked in the West, and 
off the Northern Atlantic Coast a 
fog harassed shipping. 
Out.of the Canadian-Rocky Moun- 
tain region, source of many a Win- 
ter’s storm, the cold wave swept, 
spreading snow and sub-zero weather 
over the Mountain States and then 
reached southeastward into the 
Middle West and Central sections. 
Stinging with the North wind as it 
drifted snow before it, piling it high 
in railroad. cuts and on highways. 
The heaviest snowfall of the. year 
was recorded in the vicinity of fen- 
sas City, excecding six inches. 

Into Oklahoma, where the coldest 
Dec. 31 on record was experienced at 
Oklahoma City, and into Texas and 
Arkansas the storm spread. Temper- 
atures below freezing were predicted 
for the Gulf Coastal region by morn- 
ing. Advancing eastward, the storm 
left cold weather in Southern States 
and veered northward to assure the 
East a nippy New Year’s day. Rain 
was  gper for New England, fol- 
lowed by snow. 

On the comparatively mild Pacific 
Coast the forecast was 
weather, accom ed by rains but 
with freezing blasts in ashington 
and Oregon.

SHIP RAMMED IN FOG. 


Collier Beached at Vineyard Haven 
—Another Runs on Sandbar. 


BOSTON, Dec. 31 @.—An unsea- 
sonal fog, described as the worst 
in many years, tied up all shipping 
today in Boston Harbor, except the 
ferries. Vessels due to sail wete held 
in port, and a score of ships due 
to arrive were anchored outside the 
harbor awaiting clear weather. 

Two vessels which tried to pierce 
the fog met with disaster. The col- 
lier Norfolk was rammed by the 
steamer Lake Inglenook near the 
Hedge Fence Lightship and was 
beached in Vineyard Haven Harbor. 
The Shipping Board steamer Natirar 
ran on a sandbar off Highland Light. 

The rum-laden British schooner 
Stella R., becalmed in the fog eleven 
miles off Cape Cod, was seized by 
a Coast Guard crew and towed to 
Boston. The schooner was anchored 
in the stream and boarded by Deputy 
Collector Thomas F. Finnegan, who 
was ordered to question the crew and 
determine whether the schooner was 
trying to land liquor under cover of 
the fog or was inside the twelve- 
mile limit because of bad weather. 


FREIGHT SHIPS CRASH 
AND ONE IS GROUNDED 


Collier Norfolk, After Collision 
With Inglenook, Is Beached at 
Vineyard Haven. 








WOODS HOLE, Mass., Dec. 31 (4). 
—The collier Norfolk was aground 
in Vineyard Haven Harbor today 
with a six-foot hole in her port side 
as a result of a collision off Hedge 
Fence Lightship. with the steamer 
Lake Inglenook last night.

\POLITICAL CAMPAIGN 
~ OPENS POLAND'S YEAR 


Coming Elections Will Vest New 
Parliament With Power to 
Read just Whole Constitution.

WARSAW, Dec. 31.—The_ Polish 
Republic enters 1928 in the midst of 
an extremely vivid electoral cam- 
paign. A new Parliament, both Seym 
and Senate,.will be elected in the 
first week of March. 

The political parties, the Govern- 
ment and the.electorate are equally 


aware of the great importance of the 
élections; which; close the first long 
chapter of Polish history following 
the May revolution of 1926. This 
transitory period has been marked 
by a grave constitutional crisis not 
yet overcome. 

The balance of power, which be- 
fore the May coup d’état was shifted 
to the legislative side to the detri- 
ment of the executive Government, 
has not been established since Pre- 
mier Pilsudski’s accession to power. 
The full weight of responsibility for 
action was thrown upon the Govern- 
ment, while Parliament led a rather 
miserable life from May, 1926, until 
its natural death on Nov. 28. 

The next Seym will have excep- 
tional rights and ca oatvlenen to amend 
the Constitution without the Senate’s 
consent.

“Building construction continued 
in large volume during 1927, ‘and 
the total value of building contracts

“Efficient transportation, which 
assured prompt delivery of orders, 
and the absence of rapid price ad- 
vances were among the influences 
against the undue accumulation of 
inventories. 


Commodity Prices. 


“For the year as a whole the aver- 
age level of wholesale commodity 
prices in 1927 was lower than in any 
year since 1921. .The downward 
movement of wholesale prices which 
began late in 1925 continued prac- 
tically without interruption through 
1926 and the early months of 1927. 

“The low point of the movement 
was reached in April and ‘May, when 
the price index of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics was 93.7 per cent. of 
the 1926 average, as compared with 
104.8 per cent. in March, 1925, the 
post-war av point. 

“The decline in 1926 was general 
for all the main groups of commod- 
ities except fuels, which were af- 
ected by unusual circumstances in 
that year and which declined sharp- 
ly in 1927, The sharpest decreases 
were in agricultural products, which 
had shown relatively the most rapid 
rise in 1924 and 1925. 

**Prices of most of the non-agricul- 
tural commodities, as indicated by

The all-commodities index rose from 
93.7 in May to 97 in October and 
remained near this level for the re- 
mainder of the year. 


Industrial Profits. 


“Declining prices and curtailed in- 
dustrial activity in the course of the 
year have had the effect of reducing 
profits of industrial corporations be 
low the high level of 1926. Net prof- 
its of 171 corporations, for which 
reports are summarized by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York, 
were about 5 per cent. smaller for 
the first three quarters of 1927 than 
for the same period of 1926, but con- 
siderably larger than in the same 
period of 1925 or 1924. 

*‘Profits of these corporations in 
the first Saag had of 1927 were in. ap- 
proximately the same volume as in 
the first quarter of 1926; in the sec- 
ond qu r, however, profits were 
more than 5 per cent. less than in 
1926, and the third quarter’s returns 
showed a decrease compared with 
last year of 10 per cent. 


Bank Credit and Money Rates. 


**Volume of member bank credit in 
use increased rapidly during 1927, 
the growth being lagely in invest- 
ments and in loans on securities, 
since, owing to the smaller volume 
of business and the lower level of 
commodity prices, there was no in- 
crease in the demand for loans to 
finance trade and industry. \ Reserve 
bank credit outstanding throughout 
the year was influenced chiefly by 
the effects of international gold 
movements. 

‘In the early months of the year, 
large gold imports were used by 
member banks to reduce their in- 
debtedness at the Reserve banks and 
the volume of Reserve bank credit 
declined considerably below the level 
of 1926. From May to the end of 
the year, however, gold exported and 
earmarked for foreign account far 
exceeded gold imports, with the con- 
sequence that there was an increased 
demand for Reserve bank credit, 
and at the end of the year total bills 
and securities of the Reserve banks 
were in larger volume than at any 
time in the past. six years. 

“The growth in reserve bank cred- 
it, however, was met. by the Reserve 
banks largely through the purchase 
of securities in the open market, so 
that borrowing by the member banks 
increased less than is usual in the 
Autumn and early Winter months, 
and was in considerably smaller vol- 
ume atythe end of 1927 than at the

The flights of Colonel Lindbergh 
and the other air pioneers, he said, 
were of vast importance in stimu- 
lating interest in aviation and creat- 
ing air psychology, and the effect 
is now being shown in the develop- 
ment of airplane manufacture and 
the establishment of commercial air 
routes. 

*‘What will 1928 bring forth in the 
air?’? Mr. MacCracken was asked. 

‘Who knows?’’ he said. ‘Who 
would be brave enough to venture 
an opinion after what 1927 brought 
forth? Twelve months ago many of 


the present achievements would have 
been derided as dreams.”’ 


Sees a Great Future. 


But Mr. MacCracken then produced 
facts and figures which he felt pre- 
sented a picture of the prospects for 
American aviation during the com-

“The. most significant thing,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is that some of the larger air- 
plane manufacturing establishments 
that have built machines in the past 
only for the army and navy are turn- 
ing to ambitious programs of. con- 
struction for commercial purposes. 
In the past the only source of profit 
has been on the side of military con- 
struction, but the most experienced 
men in the industry now believe that 
the era of commercial aviation is at 
hand.

Statistics quoted by Mr. Mac- 
Cracken show that more than 3,000 
a were built in the United 

tates during 1927, more than double 
the production of the previous year, 
but far more significant was the de- 
velopment of the demand for flying 
equipment.

y to the army and navy, today ex- 
ceeds the supply and it comes al- 
most entirely m persons desiring 
airplanes for—eommercial purposes. 
There are no less than 100 airplane 
manufacturing plants, large and 
small, now in operation and prepar- 
ing to compete for this new business. 


Itew Air Mail Routes. 
Foremost among the needs for air- 
planes for 1928 is. the expansion 
planned, for the .aip mail service. 


More than 3,000 miles of new air 
routes will be opened up early in the 
year, with the probability of another 
1,000 miles added before the begin- 
ning of 1929. 

The American air mail service, the 
statistics show, even now is the 
be grap thing of its kind in the world, 
and largely through its influence the 
United States starts the new year 
ahead of all other countries in mile- 

e and regularly equipped airways. 

ight thousand miles of these ways, 
supplied with emergency landing 
fields, direct markers and beacons 
for night flying, are now in opera- 
tion and over these more than 
5,000,000 miles were flown during the 
past year.

of Kenya, according to official re- 
ports which ‘have just reached Lon- 
don, 

Night ‘after night, according to | Wi 
these. reports, packs of a dozen or 
two dozen lions and lionesses raid 
the native kraals, crash their way 
through the flimsy roofs or walls 
and bear away screaming victims to 
devour at their leisure. 

Women and girls drawing -water 
at the: rivers and boys . guarding 
herds of cattle are being carried off 
and hundreds of heads of cattle 
eaten. 

Five hundred lions, it is estimated, 
have gained supreme control over 
hundreds of square miles of _terri- 
tory. All this is not only a reversal 
of conditions prevailing up to a few 
years ago, but is a contradiction, of 
the accepted ideas about the rela- 
tions between lions “and human 
beings, : 

The man-eating tigers hitherto en- 
countered have been, with a few ex- 
ceptions, old or crippled beasts, too 
slow to hunt their usual prey, ‘and

OST of the, work done by the 

United. States Department of 

- Agriculture is of a continu- 
ous character, and results achieved 
can seldom. be credited to the ef- 
forts of a single year. In 1927 
some investigations which had 
been under way for more than a 
decade bore practically useful fruit 
for the first time.. Other studies 
were begun that may take as long 
or longer to come to fruition. i 

The true test of ‘scientific re- 
search of course is the advance- 
ment of knowledge, rather than its 
immediate utility. In _ scientific 


work it is usually not possible to 
determine in advance what is or is 
not worth while. But. the  divi- 
dends in the long run are sure and 
large. In 1927 concrete results of 
the department’s manifold activ- 
ities were very substantial. Though 
some of them can be traced back 
to work started long ago, they can 
be appropriasely mentioned in a re- 
view of the year’s work. 

The Agricultural Cooperation act 
passed by Congress in 1926, which 
established a division of coopera- 
tive marketing in the department, 
gp @ great stimulus to studies 

cooperation. It enabled the de- 
partment to do in a fairly large 
way ye it had formerly done 
only in a small wa Thus rice 
growers were helpe to deal with 
a difficult surplus. problem, dairy 
cooperatives in New England re- 
ceived the benefit of i ipcion 
market studies, live stock shipp 
associations obtained expért pee 
tance in analyzing their problems, 
prune-growers were helped to plan 
production and marketing, and 
scores of cooperative associations 
propited from economic informa- 
on furnished them by the départ- 
ment.

Prohibition

SURVEY of the forty-eight States 
Axons that prohibition is de- 
erminedly moving toward the 
goal set in the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment—the solution of the alcoholic 
liquor problem, The Seventieth Con- 
gress now in session is composed of 
296 members of the former Congress 
who have dry records. Of the thirty- 
nine new members, at least twenty- 
five have dry records or have made 
dry declarations, and several of the 
Senate and House members not 
classed as drys will oppose any effort 
to repeal the national prohibition act. 
Six vacancies have occurred in the 
House since the regular election in 
1926. The results have made no 
change in the total wet and dry 
strength in the House. 

The chief legislative result of the 
year is seen in the passage of the 
reorganization and civil service act. 
This bill, enacted in the Sixty-ninth 
Congress, which adjourned March 
4, provides for the creation of a 
Bureau of Prohibition and a Bureau 
of Customs within the Treasury De- 
partment, each to be presided over 
by a commissioner. Formerly prohi- 
bition enforcement had been placed 
under the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. The bill also extends the 
Civil Service act to itions in the 
field service of the hibition Bu- 
reau. These positions had been ex- 
empt from civil service at the time 
the Prohibition act was passed in 
1919, This bill had been aerere 4 
gress for a number of y 
wets made good their titeat” of tite 
buster, but the overwhelming dry 
strength of the United States Senate 
made it possible to apply the closure 
rule; The wets ‘‘crac their whip’”’ 
over the Senate, but the closure was 
passed with 55 yeas and 27 nays, 13 
no* ne. In the final roll-call 71 
voted for the passage of the bill. This 
measure was approved March 13, 
1927, and became Public Law 751. 

The other favorable act on the part 
of this Congress for prohibition ab 
the appropriations; $11,990,965 were 
appropriated for the enforcement of 
the prohibition statutes for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1928. Roger Bab- 
son and Irving Fisher, recognized 
authorities on questions of, eco- 
nomics, say that prohibition is savin 
the country more than six billions o 
dollars annually. This appropriation 
for the enforcement of prohibition as 
well as the es pg Sans for the 
Coast Guard work, a portion of which 
is for the suppression of mse ne. 
is only a bagatelle in comparison to 
the tremendous savings of prohibi- 
tion thraughout the country. Even 
the returns from the enforcement of 
prohibition in the way of fines andj 
penalties Ora Seas offset the appropria- 
tions made the Government.

HE year 1927. has been one of 
marked: progress in each: of: the 
many phases of ‘naval aviation: 

Without doubt the most important 
advancement has been the develop- 
ment. of aircooled engines of large 
horsépower and new aircraft of ob- 
servation, fighting, torpedo, patrol 
and training types constructed espe- 
cially for the installation of this 
power. plant, The success of the 
recent long-distance flights. which 
have presented aviation to the Amer- 
ican public in a new light, and have 
furthered commercial aeronautics to 
@ point which normally would take 
years to reach, may be attributed 
largely to the dependability of these 
engines, which were designed, de- 
veloped and produced under the 
direction of the United States Navy. 

The effort of the engineering, 
training and operating organizations | c 
of the naval. air service is amply 
demonstrated by the fact that navy 
planes have established thirteen 
world’s records during the past year. 
The importance of this achievement 
can readily be appreciated as these 
records were accomplished with ser- 
vice aircraft and equipment. 

Another development which has 
been fostered almost exclusively by 
the navy ‘ the flying boat. This 
type of ane, represented in the 
navy by oe PB and PN, has now 
reached the stage where it can be 
advantageously used for commercial 
purposes when the need becomes ap- 
parent. 

Experiments have been conducted 
with the amphibian, a plane capable 
of operating from both land and 
water, and as a result the navy has 
adopted an amphibian which is a dis- 
tinct FP Ady over other types. 
A modification of this plane will un- 
doubtedly prove of great value to 
commercial aviation and solve many

The Controller Replies to the 
Criticisms Advanced by the 
Various City Groups. 


ANSWERS THE TEACHERS 
i 
Denies They Will Lose Control 


Through Proposed Merger 
of the Funds. 


INSISTS SYSTEM IS SOUND 


Doubts That It Will Bring About 
Inefficiency In the Police and 
Fire Departments, 


Controller Charles W. Berry is 
aware that publication of his pro- 
posed plan for the reorganization 
and consolidation of the various pen- 
sion and retirement systems now 
maintained for groups of city em- 
ployes has aroused vehement protest 
from member of such groups. Many 
of the objections to the proposed 
plan, which doubtless will be voiced 
at the public hearings of the Board 
of Estimate, the Controller believes 


rest upon misinformation or errone- 
ous conclusions. 

Eager to dispel such illusions, Con- 
troller Berry and his associates as- 
gsembled so far as possible all the 
objections put forward by city em- 
wag and yesterday the Controller, 
or THe New York Truss, d ed 
terse replies to each. 


The Teachers’ Case. 

The first class considered was the 
achool teachers. There are 30,000 of 
them; they have now their own re- 
tirement and pension system, and 
many of them are up in arms against 
certain of the projected changes. Fol- 
lowing are listed objections, some- 


times. unfounded, which are most 


often formulated, and together with 
each is printed a brief reply by the 
Controller: 

**1. It is said that the Berry pen- 
sion merger plan would combine our 

nsion m with other city sys- 
ems, which are bankrupt. an 

» it would take from the teachers all 
in the management of their 
fund.’’ 

“This is not true. There is in the 
mew plan no suggestion of using 
present funds of sound systems to 
finance bankrupt funds of unsound 
systems. The teachers would have a 
voice in the management, for it 
should be noted that one of the pro- 
visions of the plan says: 

** ‘For the purpose of advising and 
making recommendations to i Pen- 
sion Board, there shall be also an Ad- 
visory Board, which shall consist of 
one representative from each of the 
groups of employe members. These 
representatives shall be elected by 
the members of each group to serve 
for two years, except that the first 
representative of each of Groups (a), 

. (b), (c) and (d) shall serve for one 
year only. The representatives of 

Groups (a), (b), (c) and (d) and the 

representatives of Groups (e), (f) 

and (g) shall be elected in alternate 

years. In the event of no selection 

of a representative by the members 

of any group, the Pension Board

“This statement also is baseless. 
oe the new system all city em- 
more alike would ae nontiiiute the 

ension Retirement Fund 4 per cent. 
of their salaries. At present school 
teachers are contributing, according 

-to age and relative service status, 
from 3 to 8 per cent.”’ 

“3. Why eliminate the provision 
that a teacher may retire at half pay 
after thirty-five years’ service?’’ 

‘“‘We feel that retirement should be 
provided only for disability or super- 
annuation (set at age 65 for teach- 
ers). The pension should be meant 
for the individual who is unable to 
continue to work, and not be given 
to the individual who believes that 
he has earned a rest becatise of long 
service.’’ 


Options Are Discussed. 


“4, Why change the provisions for 
retirement with options?” 

‘"Teachers have taken advantage of 
a technicality, and as a result there 
have been numerous so-called ‘death- 
bed’ Option No. 1 cases to the dis- 
tinct loss of the city. To prevent such 
occurrences provision is made that 
the choice of option is to be made 
at the time of retirement only. Also 
options can be chosen only at age re- 
tirement and not for disability re- 
tirement.”’ 

“5. It would make disability retire- 
ment discretionary with a Pension 
Board, which is to consist of the 
Mayor, the Controller and the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen.”’

**10. It creates no actuarial reserve 
for the present members of the bank- 
rupt city funds.” — 

‘In reply to this objection the 
Controller cites the paragraph in his 
report to the Board of Estimate in 
which he recommended: ‘That the 
Controller be authorized to formu- 


late and administer a method of pro- 
cedure and system whereby the re- 
sources and income of the separate 
existing pension funds may be prop- 
ety conserved and fully utilized for

**11. It would make uniformity and 
continuity impossible, as the chief of 
the Bureau of Pensions may be 
changed by political overturn every 
four years.’’ 

“The proposed plan specifies: ‘That 
there shall be two technical advisers 
to the chief of the Bureau of Pen-— 
sions; one shall be an actuary and 
the other a lawyer, and both must be 
in the classified civil service.’ ’’ 


Fire and Police Forces. 


Taking up next some of the main 
objections urged in behalf of the 
members of the Police and Fire de- 
partment, Controller Berry discussed 
them in a similar manner, as fol- 
lows: 

“1. The present requirements of 
twenty _— service for firemen and 
twenty-five years’ service for police- 
men are all that can be expected of 
these groups: if they are to perform 
their duties efficiently.’’ 

‘“‘Admitting this as a fact, remem- 
ber that the uniformed reserve is 
established for firemen and police- 
men after twenty-five years of ser- 
vice. Then, too, an opportunity is 
given after ‘twenty-five years of ser- 
vice for salary increases up to $3,000 
annual salary. 

‘*2. Both former Commissioner Mc- 
Loughlin and Chief Kenlon at the 
hearings stated that, in their opi;- 
ion, it would hurt efficiency of their 
forces if new employes were to have 
a different pension status from that 
of present employes.’’ 

“Such objections are mere state- 
ments of:opinion. Certainly at a fire 
older and newer firemen will pull to- 
gether and not be antagonistic to one 
another just because they have dif- 
ferent pension privileges. Do not 
firemen just entering the department 
fight side by side with older groups 
who receive greater pay? Commis- 
sioner Warren favors the plan.’’ 

“3. The fireman does not contribute 
to his present pension scheme. Why 
bye! be him anything in the future?’”’ 

“The present scheme was estab- 
lished in days gone by when different 
conditions existed. Experience shows 
that privileges are better appreciated 
when the individual helps to defray 
their costs. Remember that the pen- 
sion deductions required are not a 
loss to the employe, but are simply 
in the nature of compulsory sav- 
ings.”’

HISTORICEXPERTSRECALLED 


Riviera Preparing for Brilliant Rac- 
ing Season—American Ownere 
Have Entries in Leading Events.

PARIS, Dec. 29.—-With the. Riviera 
season gathering gear, many.of our 
countrymen who’ motor down from 
Paris make a point of visiting the 
great wine-producing region of Bur- 
gundy and some also detour to Bor- 
Geaux. Ther. are certain advan- 
tages in buying the family stock 
right on the soil where it is pro- 
d=ced. 

Of course, historic preferences may 


be cited for all three of the great 
French win: districts, all of them 
of universal renown. Louis XIV and 
Napoleon were devoted to Burgundy, 
but not in both cases to the same 
vineyard. The former’s favorite 
was Romanée-Saint Vivant, while 
the latter fancied Chambertin, even 
taking it on the expedition to 
Moscow. 

The lovers of Bordeaux included 
Louis XVIII and Talleyrand, who 
were keen on Chateau ee: 
while Henri IV was so delighite 
with champagne, even before the 
marvelous discovery of the monk 
Dom Pérignon to make it bubbly, 
that he thought of adding the name 
of two celebrated Champagne vine- 

ards to his royal title of King of 

ce and Navarre. 

The modern connoisseur tends. to 
be less exclusively partial to .a given 
region.. Edward VII, who relished 

the great French vintages, said 
that good wine should be held to 
the light to enjoy its play of amber 
or ruby; then its perfume inhaled; 
then allowed to steal along the 
palate; and when, following the 
ater-taste, a delicious glow began to 
suffuse its radiance, then it was to 
be talked over. 

Present-day connoisseurs often visit 
the wine sales at the famous Hospice 
de Beaune, near Dijon, where they 
may. sample and acquire the great 
brands of Burgundy, and at the same 
time may enjoy, at the Hétel de la 
Poste, the cooking, which is in itself 
a poem. Parisians make a point of 
stopping at Baune, particularly at 
this tirae of the year on their way 
South, to place their annual wine 
order. 

The Riviera racing séason prom- 
ises to be of unusual interest. 
Throughout January the course at 
Nice v7ill show a very impressive out- 
fit of fast steppers, with many of the 
leading French and international! 
sportsmen producing their best tal- 
ent. Nice will attract the lovers of 
horseflesh until the course at Cannes 
opens early in February with some 
entirely new features. A fortnight of 
jumping races will be followed by 
what ‘is a novelty for the track at 
Cannes, namely, a series of flat 
races which presage, ‘from the en- 
tries, very lively sport. 

Among the well-known ovmers rep- 
resented by a sizable string, will be 
A. Kingsley Macomber, who is at 
present on a cruise on his yacht, but 
is returning to join Mrs. acomber 
at their Monte Carlo villa within the 
next week.

Although holiday influences were 
quite evident and trading as a rule 
was on a restricted scale, neverthe- 
less the final market of the year was 
@ brisk and cheerful one, with, a 
sprinkling of gains in particular is- 
sues which ran up to as much as 
8 points. The same tactics that have 
been so evident in the market during 
the past month once more were em- 
ployed yesterday in giving the mar- 
ket its strong tone and in putting a 
handful of stocks to their best prices 
for the year. This consisted in sin- 
gling out particular issues in each 
group on the Exchange and bidding 
them up in brisk fashion. Because 
of the fact that the volume of stock 
offered for sale was ata minimum, 
these tactics proved successful ones. 
Thus such issues as Greene-Cananea 
Copper, Collins & Aikman, American 
Steel Foundry, Packard Motors and 
Underwood Typewriter were all able 
to establish gains of 2 points or more. 
Probably more important than these 
advances, which were to be traced to 
professional activities, was the fact 
that there was no pressure against 
the market of sufficient weight to 
bring other than. minor recessions in 
cases where stocks were offered. 

Possibly yesterday's trading could 
be characterized as a typical pre- 
holiday market, but many people in 
the financial district were inclined to 
the belief that the advances gave 
signs of promise for the trading in 
the first few days in 1928. Despite 
the adversities: which confront it, in 








flowing back from these settlements 
will concentrate once more in the 
credit reservoirs and that rates will 
quickly work easier. There is, too, 
the likelihood that the distribution 
of the year-end funds will bring a 
good deal of new ‘buying into both 
the stock and bond markets. Yester- 
day’s bank statement emphasized the 
strain now apparent in the money 
market to care for the year-end set- 
tlements.

This was true 
in the foreign exchanges, in cotton 
and wheat. Prices held firmly, how- 
ever, in all of these markets and 
there was no hint of sufficiently 
heavy liquidation to bring about an 
immediate change in the trend. With

MORE GOLD FROM CANADA. 


Additional Shipment of $5,000,000 
Coming This Week. 


The Canadian Bank of Commerce 
has arranged for the shipment of 
$5,000,000 of gold from Canada to 
New York on Tuesday, it was learned 
yesterday.

OTTAWA, Dec. 31 (By The Cana- 
dian Press).—Coke production in 
Canada amounted to 156,509 short 
tons in November. This output was 
3 per cent. over the 152,411 tons of 
the previous month, which in turn 
was about 2 per cent. higher than 
the output in September. Production 
in November of a year ago amounted 
to 154,462 tons. 

Compared with the previous month, 
coke production in the Eastern Prov- 
inces increased to 41,757 tons from 
39,395 tons; in Ontario the tonnage 
advanced to 98,012 tons from 95,875 
tons, while the output in the West- 
ern Pravienes declined to 16,740 tons 
from 17,141 tons. 

Statements by the makers on the 
disposition of coke showed that sales 
increased to 78,401 tons from 71,967 
tons; the tonnage consumed .in ‘the 
producing companies’ associated 
smelters advanced to 65,506 tons 
from 56,601 tons while consumption 
in the coke plants dropped to 20,050 
tons, as compared with 21,096 tons 
in October.

4,523 tons. The a consumption 
of coke in Canada amounted to 227,-

‘Management, Overhead and Forcing 
Sales Cited as Points Which 
Require Attention. 


Leading retailers in considering the 
outlook for 1928 feel that the favor- 
able factors substantially outweigh 
the. unfavorable ones. Their views, 
as set forth in.a compilation made 
by the Bureau of Research and In- 
formation of the National, Retail Dry 
Goods Association, indicate general 
belief that the merchandise turnover 
during the new year should be sat- 
isfactory. Retail conditions during 
the early months are expected to 
approximate those of 1927, with the 
probability seen that the Fall will 
witness distinct improvement. The 
Presidential election ‘is regarded as 
likely to have no adverse effect: 
Much ‘benefit is expected. to accrue 
to both industry; and general busi+ 
ness by. the resumption of operations 
at the Ford plants. 

Throughout most of the opinions 
Tuns the note of the increased im- 
portance of alert and capable man- 
egement. Careful planning, the con- 
trol of stocks. and operating ex- 
penses, and the obtaining of net 

rofit rather than volume are ranked 

igh as influences likely to govern 
rofitable retail merchandising in 

e year ahead.

RALPH C: HUDSON; President, 
National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion—*‘We find ourselves mildly op- 
timistic over the retail outlook for 
the Spring of 1928.

careful and conservative control of 
expenses, hand-to-mouth buying, in- 
telligently interpreted and con- 
trolled, and a disposition to think 
of net profit a little more than the 
empty satisfaction of volume alone. 
In our judgment the new models 
and the renewed activity of the 
Henry Ford plants are destined to 
have a far-reaching effect, not only 
upon the automobile industry, but 
upon general business conditions.’”’

SECTIONAL DESIRES CLOSE 


Ready-to-Wear Needs Have Become 
Quite Uniform as a Result of 
News. on Styles. 


Probably the most unique buying 
system of any chain of. department 
stores in the country is that worked 
out by the J. C. Penney Company, 
Inc. The company, which... several 
months ago ‘celebrated its twenty- 
fifth anniversary, now operates about 
1,000 stores in forty-six States. Its 
buying system grew out of the prob- 
lems arising from the need of keep- 
ing those stores supplied with fresh, 
seasonable merchandise. 

The Pennev system, as outlined yes- 
terday by President E. C. Sams of 
the company, is especially novel in 
that the merchandise is ‘‘bought’’ 
twice. It is really bought by a staff 
of specialists who, with the exception 
of the shee, buyer, make their pur- 
chases at the company’s local head- 
quarters, after which it is ‘‘bought’’ 
for the individual community by the 
manager of the store that serves it. 
The latter, according to Mr. Sams, 
has one big advantage over the for- 
mer. He never has to worry whether 
the price is ‘‘right.’’ 

‘*While, in a sense,’’ Mr. Sams went 
on, ‘‘our buying is up buying, it 
differs widely from the type of group 
buying which has grown by + within 
the last few years. Ours is 
centralized buying, while the other 
kind is cooperative. This fact, and 
the further fact that the merchandise 
for the different stores is selected 
by the managers, takes away one of 
the most troublesome problems of 
the usual kind of group purchasing— 
the reconciling of sectional differ- 
ences in consumer tastes. This used 
to be very hard for us to overcome, 
but we kept busy on the matter until 
we found the best way of handling it. 


Buying Staples and Styles. 
“Before going into details of our 
buying system attention must be 
called to the fact that our procedure 
in buying style merchandise and sta* 
ple goods differs. The reason for 


this is obvious. Wherever advance 
buying in quantity has been found 
practical, our buyers in this market 
make all the necessary purchases as 
far ahead as this can safely be done. 
Buying in such large quantities as 
we do, it is necessary for us to or- 
der staple lines sufficiently in ad- 
vance of the time they are to be 
sold over the counter to insure deliv- 
eries to the various stores. 

“The buying is divided into ten 
general departments, and is done by 
a staff of thirty-four buyers. Many 
of these buyers have assistants. Ex- 
cept for shoes, most of which afe 
bought in St. Louis, the great bulk 
of the hevne is done in this mar- 
ket. ‘The buyers must all have their 
purchases shaped up in time fer the 
Managers’ conventions, which are 
n April and September each 

ear in Cleveland, St. Paul, Port- 
and, Los Angeles, Salt Lake City, 
Kansas City, St. Louis, Atlanta and 
New York. 

“These conventions serve a double 
purpose. They afford an opportunity 
for the executives of the company io 
come into direct touch with store 
managers all over the country twice 
a year for the discussion of business 
conditions, company policies, the in- 
terchange of ideas, &c. 

‘Their second purpose is to put be- 
fore the store managers the selec- 
tions of the buyers. Each type of 
merchandise is displayed in a differ- 
ent room, where itis gone over very 
earefully by the managers. The 
small managers select all lines for 
their stores, while the larger store 
managers select certain lines them- 
sélves and merchandise the selec- 
tions of their assistants. 

‘While the buyers.do not buy sub- 
ject to the approval of the store 
managers, none of the latter is re- 

uired to take merchandise that his 
Todeuank tells him is not suitable for 
his particular store. The managers 
also determine the quantities ey 
are to take. 

“Staple goods, of course. are .e- 
lected in larger quantities than style 
merchandise, which means that the 
former are bought less ig, amo 
than the later. By far the largest 

rt of the women’s ready-to-wear, 
or example, is bought on wire or 
mail requisitions from managers of 
the various stordés. This insures 
against losses arising from 
styles and colors. 


Demand Is Quite Uniform. 


‘Incidentally, it is interesting to 
note how generally’ unified the 
ready-to-wear demands from stores 
in all parts of the country have be- 
come, in connection with silhouette, 
skirt length, &c., since style informa- 
tion in newspapers and women’s 
magazines, as well as by radio, has 
been. more generally supplied. It 
virtually has meant the disappear- 
ance of sectional differences in 
tastes, except for weirht and color, 
but it is abvious that women living 
in the norther~ half of the countrv 

uire warmer clothing during Fall 
and Winter than those residing below 
the Mason and Dixon line. 

“It is interesting t note, howeve., 
that what might be called the sec- 
tional average of color in women’s 
outer apparel has -been raised, In 
other words, there is a tendency ap- 
ayy on the part of women in prac- 

cally all parts of the coun to 
wear brighter colors than heretofore. 
This is Po gemee ety true in er, 
and is due to the general acceptance 
of bright hues in sports a: 
women’s general ap 1 lines, how- 
ever, New. England continues . the 
least colorful section of the coun- 
try. The Southern States and Cali- 
fornia stress color more than other 
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trade that was satisfactory in 

most casés, and: exceptionally 

good “in some, the retailers 
promptly launched .their clearance 
sales, .The weather has again. inter- 
fered somewhat with results in cer- 
tain sections but the response is quite 
favorable and indicates that, with 
more seasonal temperature, offerings 
should -be quickly taken up. The 
stores will not. only have the usual 
sale patronage but also the trade of

cause of mild conditions, 

This week will.see quite a number 
of buyers in the market, according 
to the advices received from resident 
representatives. Sale and early 
Spring goods will be sought. Stocks 
of sale merchandise are reported to 
be very low because of the cautious 
operati policy of the manufactur- 
ers. As stocks of cold weather mer- 
chandise i the stores are also rather 
heavy, it isjlikely that the demand 
will centre on goods to ‘‘sweeten up”’’ 
what the merchants have. 

This means that the demand for 
new designs will be. heavier than 
usual at this time. Early Spring 
goods. should figure more prominent- 
ly in the business placed.and for this 
reason manufacturers anticipate an 
excellent in-between or advance sea- 
son’s business. Retailers, in the 
main, appear to be ‘confident on the 
score of trade prospects but the buy- 
ing about to begin should furnish 
the best test of how they consider the 


outlook.

Good Advance considered, last 
ders year’s figures of- 
- fer little cause 
for rejoicing. As the month-to- 
month figures were released on this 
branch of business, decline after de- 
cline was shown, and 1927 probably 
wound up with a decrease ‘of over 3 
per cent, Changing conditions in dis- 
tribution undoubtedly explain this re- 
cession, because the tendency has 
been very strong among both manu- 
facturers and retailers’to deal direct 
in order to gain the economies which 
are believed to prevail in escaping 

the middleman’s profit. 

Some manufacturers, after testing 
out the direct system, have found, 
however, that the economies were 
only on paper, and that additional 
costs have come up in practice.that 
were more than enough to wipe out 
the theoretical advantages. The one 
real advantage is in obtaining the 
quick information on style tenden- 
cies and consumer preferences to be 
obtained through close contact with 
the retail outlets. But, after all, 
there are ways of getting this infor- 
mation without becoming a whole- 
saler. 

While wholesalers have had to con- 
tend with difficult conditions in the 
twelve months just over, they are 
more hopeful for the new year, and 
base their optimism on the fact that 
advance orders at present are much 
larger than a year ago in many in- 
stances. 


Jobbers Report 


In striving to 
find why business 
had its relapse 
last Fall, various 
theories have 
been put forward. Weather is blamed 
by many merchants and less employ- 
ment was also a factor. The peak in 
employment last year was registered 
in Apri].and there was a steady drop 
for the rest of the year. The floods 
in the Spring brought a setback over 
a wide area and cut down on pur- 
chasing. The Ford shut-down was 
responsible for another big loss in 
buying power. 

This combination of events under 
any other circumstances but those of 
ostrich-like observation might have 
been expected to bring about some 
slowing down. in industry, and yet 
the actual recession appeared to 
cause a great deal of surprise. Still 
another influence was probably at 
work, although it is very. difficult to 
its movement.

There are. already 
chains of department stores, and 
there are also leased department sys- 
tems of many units. Out of this 
flux may come a more ideal method 
of distribution, and yet for the pres- 
ent each plan of operation appears 
to have enough merit to enable it to 
exist in. the test of competition. So 
far, only the mail-order business has 
proved vulnerable and that weakness 
is being bulwarked by expansion into 
actual store operation.

Time was when 
our annual, re- 
views and fore- 
casts were taken 
very seriously, but 

now, perhaps on account of their 
volume and monotony, they get less 
attention. In fact, a smile._is some- 
times their portion. What seems to 
be overlooked, however, is that-while 
a number of these statements’ con- 
tain little beyond routine information 
and routine prediction, others contain 
shrewd observation and reasoning. 
The number of the latter type is;on 
the increase and this can only indicate 
that more real thinking and analysis 
are being done in business than ever 
before. Considerable is still seen 
that relates to the effect of general 
conditions on business, but on the 
other hand, the specific conditions 
affecting a particular trade or in- 
dustry are receiving more attention. 

From time to time, instances come 
to notice of an enterprise that is able 
to keep running full time when the 
industry itself is almost shut down 
or of a business that continues to 
make profits when competitors re- 
port nothing but losses. Able and 
up-to-date management is usually the 
answer and it is more than likely 
that this management has applied 
itself to its own particular problems 
with sufficient intelligence to master 
what cannot be solved by others. 

The appearance of something better 
than the stereotyped accounts of what 
has happened during the year and 
what the future holds in store may 
be counted as evidence that these 
able managements are growing.

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Survey of Conditions Indicates phir 


‘That Defaults Tell the 
Tale, League Finds. 


MANAGEMENT. IS AT. FAULT 


Poor Location, Rent and Selection 
of Wrong Merchandise Also 
Cause of Trouble. 


Findings of ‘a survey made by the 
United Women’s Wear League of 
America to determine the various 
causes of the ‘‘spottiness’’ of busi- 
ness during the past year were given 
out yesterday by Executive Chair- 
man M. Mosessohn. The survey cov- 
ered bankruptcy cases, cancellations, 
returns, credits and other details 
that vitally affected the trades rep- 
resented in the membership of the 
organization. 

According to Mr. Mosessohn, the 
data. concerning the bankruptcies 
told the story of the year better than 
anything else. ‘It is the policy of 
our organization,” he said, ‘‘to 
analyze the causes of failure in each 
instance. It has been found that 
about 85 per cent. are due to poor 
management, lack of foresight and 
lack of adjustment to modern ways 
of doing business. 

“Fully a third of the cases han- 
dled by the league for its members 
were those of small retailers who 
lacked sufficient experience to be 
successful, were hand m5 d by lack 
of capital and were unable to estab- 
lish proper credit. In a word, about 
33 per cent. of the total number of 
failures that came directly to our 
attention involved persons ‘who 
should never have started in busi- 
ness and whose | oo cee Arg fro 
the commercial field gives no c 
to general business conditions. They 
were doomed from the outset, and 
not even a boom could have main- 

ed them very long. 


Three Causes of Failure. 


“In connection with retailers who 
have been established long enough 
to be of some trade consequence, the 
league’s experience shows that there 
are three principal causes for failure. 
These are poor location, selection of 
wrong merchandise and too much 
overhead. Twenty-one bankruptcies 
in which the league represented its 
members were brought about by the 
retailer’s choosing a site where chain

or where-the neighborhood could not 
support a store. In several instances 
it was found that the retailer had not 
selected merchandise suited to his 
trons. In. these cases it was 
earned that the retailer either 
bought lines too expensive for his 
average customer to purchase or 
bought merchandise that was not in 
demand in his particular locality. 
This allowed stocks to accumulate 
and tied up capital that was badly 
gro vetramrcney§ up credit. 
“Forty-five ankruptcies were 
caused by too heavy overhead and 
the lack of proper cost accounting. 
Most of the retailers in this group 
were saddled with such rentals that 
a legitimate profit could not be made 
on the merchandise handled. When 
the rent was paid the manufacturers 


attributed to bad luck or’ 


trouble. There. is no escaping. the

I was in a position to make a num- 
ber of suggestions, both in private 
talks and by means of articles ad- 
dressing. the public. opinion of . the 
two countries. These suggestions 
answered a sincere desire to put an 
end to a distressing situation, which 
could threaten European peace. One 
cannot understand how the tension 
existing at the present time can be 
relieved unless the true motives of 
inimity, which are rather psycholog- 
ical than political,: are discovered. 

What Italy first of all complains 
of is that she is not fully admitted 
into the category of great powers. 
Undoubtedly, the Treaty of Versailles 
mentions her name in almost all of 
its articles, among. what: has been 
called the principal allied or asso- 
ciated countries, that is, the tere 
States, Great Britain, France, Ja 
and Italy. Undoubtedly, she has 
a first-rank: place at interallied tee 
ferences, a permanent seat at the 
League of Nations, and, two years 
ago, when Germany entered the con- 
cert of great rs by the Treaty 
of;. Locarno, ussolini signed his 
name next to Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s as a warrant to the Rhine 
frontier.

CUSTOM IS CENTURIES OLD 


Soldier’s Protest to Emperor Gets 
Jail Sentences for Him 
and His Captain.

TOKIO, Dec. 5.—The existence in 
Japan of a pariah class, unknown to 
law,/but doomed to suffer by the 
persistence of an inherited social 

prejudice, was brought to public no- 
tice by an incident at an imperial 
review at Nagoya which startled the 
authorities; so much that they sup- 
pressed the news for seventy-two 
hours, As the Emperor was passing 
down. the infantry line of the army, 
which had just finished the Autumn 
manoeuvres, Private Kitahara of the 
68th Regiment stepped. fror: his 
place and attempted to present his 
Majesty with a petition in which 
he accused his comrades of treating 
him as a pariah and his officers of 
failing to give him redress. The 
soldier was sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment, the statutory penalty 
for the crime of ‘‘direct appeal.’’

STATESMEN DEFINE 
‘OUR PART IN PEACE 


Leading Figures Comment. on 
Recent Proposal of ‘Noted 
British Writer. 


COLLEGES .UNDER ATTACK 


Two Notable Symposiums Are Pub- 
lished in January Issue of 
Current History. 


What shall America do to prevent 
the recurrence of such a catastrophe 
as the World ‘War? This problem is 
occupying the attention not only of 
our own people, but literally of the 
whole civilized world; and number- 
less solutions have been advanced, 
one of the most recent. being that of 
H. Wickham Steed, well-known Brit- 
ish editor, who urges the United 
States to declare its intention to 
‘*boycott”? any ‘‘people or combina- 
tion of: peoples that engages in ag- 
gressive war.’’ Current History pub- 
lished Mr. Steed’s proposal ‘in full in 
its December issue, and in its issue 
for January, 1928, chronicles the re- 
actions of seven outstanding Amer- 
ican statesmen to the proposition, 

Theodore E. Burton, member of 
the House Foreign Affairs: Commit- 
tee, opens the discussion and puts 
himself on record as believing that 
in peace as in war we should stick to 
our traditional policy of ‘‘avoiding 
entangling alliances’’; he offers the 
alternative suggestion (which he 
proposed as a resolution in the 
House on Dec. 5, 1927); that the 
United. States “announce its inten- 
tion ‘‘to prohibit export of:arms and 
munitions ‘to.any country which en- 
gages in aggressive warfare in viola- 
tion of a treaty, convention or arbi- 
tration agreement.’’ Senator Thomas 
J. Walsh believes that ‘‘Mr. Steed is 
on a hopeless quest,’’ because ‘‘it is 
too much to expect that the United 
States will join in a boycott ordered 


by the League Council in whose de- 
terminations it has no voice: 
Lenroot.'on Aggressors. 

Former Senator Irvine L. Lenroot 
in general approves of Mr. Steed’s 
proposal, but is opposed to permit- 
ting either the League or the United 
States to determine ‘‘the aggressor."’ 
Senator Frank B. Willis believes 
that the problem of determining ‘‘the 
aggressor’’ would immediately cause 
serious difficulties, and that all such 
schemes are, after all, of little value, 
since ‘‘world peace is a condition de- 
pendent’ upon the state of mind of 
peoples,. not. upon .complicated ma- 
chinery which is as likely to produce 
conflict as to prevent it.’’ Our for- 
mer Ambassador to Germany, David 
Jayne Hill, feels that America’s, in- 
fhience in the cause of peace is best 
preserved by her keeping a free 
hand; that until there is ‘‘a sincere 
substitution of law for force in in- 
ternational relations there can be no 
peace.’ 

“The large interests of the United 
States in international friendship, 
justice and peace would seem clear y 
to. demand that, we should never 
forego our freedom of action to de- 
termine in every emergency the pre- 
cise manner in. which. we can most 
effectively serve the great cause of 
world asserts Professor 
Philip Marshall Brown,. Professor of 
International Law at. Princeton, who 
feels that ‘‘the meaning behind the 
Steed. pro is that the United 
States s concede to Great Britain 
a free hand toward neutral, rights in 
any future war.’’

ON TEXAS OIL SUIT 


State University Seeks to Have 
Leases on Lands It Owns 
Declared Invalid. 


GOV. MOODY MAY RUN AGAIN 


His Withdrawal From Senate Race 
Expected—Reward for Dead 
Robbers Gets Results.

DALLAS, Texas, Dec. 30.—The Su- 
preme Court of Texas will hear argu- 
ments in January in a case that in- 
volves the validity of oil and gas 
leases on lands owned by the Uni- 
versity of Texas. The value of the 
property which the university re- 
gents expect to recover amounts to 
approximately $50,000,000. This case 
grew out of an act of the Legisla- 
ture some years ago when the great 
oil fields that have been developed 
on lands owned by the State and 
State institutions had not been dis- 
covered. This law provided for the 
leasing of such lands by the State 
Land Office. When the Texon outfit 
developed oil a few years ago on 
lands owned by the university leases 
were made to various oil companies 
and the universitv gets one-eighth of 
the oil produced. This royalty has 
amounted to several million dollars 
so far, but the principal represented 
by the fee is worth anywhere from 
the sum mentioned to much more. 
There are 2,000,000 acres of this land. 

The Constitution provided? that 
these university lands shall be a per- 
manent endowment and, of course, 
the university is itted to use 
only the income. e royalty inter- 
est of ofl production has been con- 
strued to be principal, so the income 
of the university is not very greatly 
enhanced by the oil development. 

It is. going to be a big lawsuit and 
its outcome will mean much not only 
for the university but may be ex- 

ted to do something to clari 

e status of the landowners who 
have purchased State and university 
lands with a reservation of the min- 
eral rights held by the State under 
acts of the poe ope ta The case 
is being attended by all the regents 
of the university and the far greater 
body of thousands of duates of 
the university. If thé law shall be 
held unconstitutional the university 
will be enabled to sell these lands 
outright and the income from the 
millions. of dollars they. bring will 
make it one of the best provided for 
universities in the country.

Moody to Run for Governor. 


It is generally believed in Texas 
that Governor Dan Moody will again 
be a candidate for Governor, forego- 
ing his desire to try for the Senate 
against Mayfield.

New Sentiment in Mexico. 


Lindbergh and Rogers, ministers 
extraordinary to the Republic of 
Mexico, have accomplished a work 


of cohesion more definitely appre- 
ciated, perhaps, in the border States 
than farther afield. «Almost over- 
night an intangible ‘‘uppishness’’ 
and a subtle tension have given way 
to affable appreciation. Will Rogers, 
home for Christmas, found anti- 
American sentiment in Mexico to be 
ee oe non-existant and there is 
@ spirit of international amity which 
will soon find reflection in trade and 
tourist relations. 

Virtue is not yet news, even in 
Mexico, and the fine qualities of the 
people in that country are not 
ways the ones which are publicized. 
Citizens of the two republics are dif- 
ferent in thought and modes of liv- 
ing, but we very seldom hear of 
crimes there involving street hold- 
ups or tortured and murdered chil- 
dren. No armored cars dash about 
the traffic lanes of Mexico City 
transferring currency. ‘These trans- 
fers are made on the shoulders of 
peons .who are never attacked and 
who do\not betray their trusts. The 
average Mexican is peace loving, 
and with a childlike faith in the in- 
stitutions thereof. This in spite of 
frequent outcroppings of a rebellious 
nature which by no means represent 
the average. 

Mexico is an immense economic

There remain, however, many 
points of interrogation and difficul- 
ties which, to do them justice, the 
Soviet leaders: never hesitate to ad- 
mit. Despite the third good harvest 
in succession, the State and Coopera- 
tive grain collections, upon which de- 
pends the grain export, are upward 
of 1,500,000 tons lower than at the 
end ‘of December, 1926. 

As a result, the grain export has 
fallen to a minimum. This is partly 
due to a rather sharp rise in the cur- 
rency in circulation with some evi- 
dences of inflation, but more espe- 
cially to a “‘goods famine’”’ 

Although goods production has in- 
creased from 12 to 17 per cent. dur- 
ing the year, the demand, chiefly as 


a result of the third good crop, in- 
creased faster still, and the ‘‘famine’’ 
is undoubtedly more acute than it 
was a year ago. 

Perhaps this is a healthy sign, be- 
cause it means the peasant standards 
are improving. None the less it is 
emabrrassing from the viewpoint of 
national econenny. 

There are marked gains also in hy- 
giene, education and the reduction of 
illiteracy.

ant pressure, facts abroad in the shape 
of defeated Communist hopes in China, 
have pushed Bolshevism in the direction 
of sanity. The year 1928 will be historic 
if it brings to the Russian people recog- 
nition of the fact that the Western na- 
tions, America among them, are not 
capitalist wolves ravening for destruc- 
tion. There is everywhere a strong de- 
sire—certainly in this country—to help 
the unhappy people of Russia if only the 
Moscow rulers will permit it. 

For the Western nations, 1927 has 
been a year of marked economic im- 
provement. Germany is prosperous and 
faces her future with justified confi- 
dence. Italy has attained financial sta- 
bility. In: France the same condition 
has been attained in fact if not in form; 
the gold franc must await next May’s 
Parliamentary elections. Poland is 
emerging from economic depression. 
Her improved credit abroad is attested 
by a large foreign loan, and at home 
there has been a notable softening of 
racial and religious quarrels. Among 
the juniors, Belgium and Czechoslovakia 
have been for a long time happy in pro- 
viding no material for the news agencies. 
In Great Britain, where economic recov- 
ery has moved forward more painfully 
because no. recourse has been had to 
short cuts to health, the turn of the 
year brings promise. Labor and capital 
have turned their backs on war tactics. 
Unemployment has been cut down, 
though much remains to be-.done..’ Brit- 
ish trade began to display remarkable 
buoyancy two months ago. Nor. is this 
record .of bettered economic health in 
Europe less impressive to American eyes 
because it has been attained without the 
general abandonment of that democracy 
whose senility and approaching demise 
have been so widely advertised, Health 
in Europe is ‘most abounding where 
people have held fast to popular gov- 
ernment. 

As among the nations of Europe the 
past year has scored appreciable gains. 
War clouds on the Russian frontier have 
blown away. The Polish-Lithuanian 
problem has been pushed toward a solu- 
tion. In Southeastern Europe the earlier 
record was troubled, but the turn of 
the year finds a better state of things 
in the Balkans and France and Italy 
moving toward the removal of irritating 
if not actually dangerous misunderstand- 
ings. How far the nations have moved 
since the war is attested by significant 
first approaches to a definitive settle- 
ment of German reparations. That is 
a problem which will not be settled in a 
month, or perhaps in all of the, twelve 
months of the new year, but we’ may 
consider it as already on the agenda of 
Europe. And as it takes shape we must 
not be surprised if there enters into the 
problem an agency. which has operated 
so steadfastly for the re-establishment 
of health.on the Continent; and that is 
the League. of Nations. 

The past year has been a good one 
for the League. It attacked the specific 
tasks with which new developments pre- 
sented it and disposed of them. ‘The 
great European figure of the year has 
been ARISTIDE BRIAND,' spokesman for 
the spirit of the League. As the years 
pass the gibes against it decline in fre- 
quency and bitterness. The League has 
its disappointments and its defeats, But 
by this time its critics have learned not 
to be too precipitate. Just when their 
malice has been loudest the League has 
developed a habit of scoring a triumph 
for peace that carries with it a sense of 
glory. It was, Locarno, in the spirit. of 
the ‘League, in 1925; Germany’s’ entry 
into the League in 1926; Eastern Europe 
in.1927,

THE OLD YEAR IN THE 
FAR EAST. 


The New Year finds the Far Hast in 
an even more unsettled state than at 
the beginning of 1927. The Philippines, 
released from the guiding hand of Gen- 
eral Woop, are awaiting the new Gov- 
ernor General with uncertainty, not 
knowing to what extent he will domi- 
nate the situation or permit the Filipino 
politicians to. extend their sway. Japan 
is suffering from a business. crisis, com- 
plicated’ by political uneasiness due to 
the coming elections, which for the first 
time in the history of that country are 
to be based on universal manhood suf- 
frage. China is again torn into warring 
factions and fears dismemberment. 

The last year has been the stormiest 
in the recent history of China. It opened 
with tension acute between the foreign- 
ers—especially the British—and the 
South Chinese. The Kuomintang, or 
Nationalist Party, aided by Russian 
propagandists and advisers, had suc- 
ceeded in dominating most of China 
south of the Yangtse and had inflamed 
the people against the foreigners. Mis- 
sionaries were leaving the interior, and 
foreign business men, especially British, 
were suffering losses in their trade. On 
Jan. 3 the British concession at Hankow 
was stormed by Chinese mobs and the 
British naval forces did not retaliate. 
The administration of the concession 
was later turned over to the Chinese. 
During the first three months of the 
year the Nationalist forces continued 
their work of consolidating their control 
of South and Central China and cap- 
tured the Chinese city of Shanghai. 
Owing to the foresight of the Powers 
in concentrating naval and military 
forces at Shanghai and fortifying the 
international settlement there, the Chi- 
mese were unable to take over that con- 
cession and the lives of hundreds of 
foreigners were saved from violence. 

In March the Nationalists moved on 
Nanking and in the course of occupying 
the city looted the American and Jap- 
anese consulates, killed an American 
missionary and injured the British Con- 
sul anda number of foreigners. Most 
of the refugees were concentrated in the 
compound of the Standard Oil Company, 
and when they were about to be forced 
to surrender by the Chinese soldiery 
they signaled for a bombardment from 
the American gunboats in the river. The 
bombardment made possible the rescue 
of the refugees. Thus a new wave of 
anti-foreign violence which would prob- 
ably have led to much bloodshed was 
nipped in the bud, 

In April the heretofore unified and 
successful Nationalist Party began to 
show signs of disintegration. The co- 
called Hankow faction, dominated by 
the Russian BORODIN and_led by EUGENE 
CHEN, was jealous and fearful of ‘the 
success of General CHIANG KAI-SHEK, 
who was leading the armies to victory.

ment, lost its grip and fell a prey to.

In aeronautics, aside from the mechan- 
ical improvements which science has 
made possible for aircraft, its most 
hopeful inquiry has been as to how 
meteorology can best aid, In anthropol- 
ogy and archaeology, while further dig- 
ging into the past has added no startling 
finds, it has pushed the origin of man 
eons further, back and made his evolution 
a longer struggle toward his present still 
progressing state. In astronomy many 
comets new and old have come and gone, 
new stars have been discovered and the 
radius of the universe has had new esti- 
mate. In biology, a ten-million-dollar war 
has been waged against the corn-borer, 
and natural evolutionary changes have 
been found to be going on in the present. 
Chemistry has enlarged its creative 
sphere, engineering has’ new tunnels to 
its credit, medicine has made progress 
toward the cure of pernicious anaemia, 
the prevention of rickets and the attack 
upon sleeping-sickness; physics has occu- 
pied new ground in several directions, 
and psychology has among other things 
made a supreme contribution through 
Professor THORNDIKE which allows us to 
believe that we are never too old to 
learn. 








AMUNDSEN’S SPORTSMAN- 
SHIP. E 

Resenting Captain AMUNDSEN’s im- 
putation in his last book, “My Life as 
an Explorer,” that “by and large the 
British are a race of very bad’ losers,” 
HERBERT G. PONTING, the photographer 
of Scott’s last expedition, in a letter to 
The London Times taxes the Norwegian 
explorer veith dubious sportsmanship in 
anticipating Scott at the South Pole. 
AMUNDSEN had a high regard for Cap- 
tain ROBERT SCOTT and pronounced him 
“a splendid sportsman as well as a 
great explorer.” The reflection was on 
the stay-at-homes, AMUNDSEN asked 
that his criticism should be read in the 
light of a preceding sentence, in which 
he said that “in exploration it often 
“happens that the men inthe field 
“retain a high regard for their com- 
“petitors, while their effortless com- 
“patriots at home seem to feel obli- 
“gated to detract from the success of 
“an explorer just because he is not of 
“their own nation.” 

Sir JOHN FRANKLIN, an Englishman, 
was one of AMUNDSEN’S heroes, “ None 
was braver than Sir JOHN FRANKLIN,” 
he has written. “Sir JOHN’s descrip- 
tions decided me upon my career.” To 
Sir LEOPOLD MCCLINTOCK he. was in- 
debted for the hint, in planning the 
achievement of the Northwest Passage, 
that “the true channel would be found 
“by following a more southerly. route 
“than that taken by previous ex- 
“plorers.” In AMUNDSEN’s view Sir 
ERNEST SHACKLETON was “a man of 
“indomitable will and boundless cour- 
“age,” whose exploit in almost reach- 
ing the South Pole on Jan. 9, 1909, was 
“the most brilliant incident in the; his- 
tory of Antarctic exploration.” But for 
a tragic shortage of rations, SHACKLE- 
TON’S. party would have been first at.

applause, AMUNDSEN has been more of 
an explorer than a scientist. Doing a 
big thing first was what he has lived | 
for and lived on. .At the same. time, 
his contributions to. science should not 
be’ belittled. 








BOY BIRKENHEAD. 


Lord BIRKENHEAD went back to Birk- 
enhead School the other day. He is its 
chief pride and ornament. His portrait 
hangs in the hall with that:of his brother, 
the late Sir Harowp SmirH, K. C—not 
to be confused with Trotiopr’s Barches- 
tershire Cabinet Minister of the same 
name—and other more or less illustrious 
Birkenheaders. It was hanging day. 
Mr. MorTIMER, K, C., Recorder of Roth- 
erham, had been persuaded by the Sec- 
retary of State for India to have his por- 
trait painted and given to the school, 
that it might “be ranged with those 
“others which, if I may say so with- 
“out immodesty, the school treasures.” 
Either as F. EB. SmitH or the Harl of 
BIRKENHEAD; whether galloping, plead- 
ing, spouting, woolsacking, administrat- 
ing, or raising the character of the press 
by his contributions to it, hasn’t he al- 
ways been modest, artless; and, in the 
words of the Recorder of Rotherham, 
“incapable of untruths ”’? 

Recorder buttered Earl. Barl but- 
tered Recorder; also that nursery of the 
great and paradise of prigs, Balliol Col- 
lege, of which Mr. MorTIMER is a prod- 
uct. Not the formal speeches, but 
the reminiscences of a school-fellow of 
“FRED” SMITH’s forty years ago are 
tempting to amateurs of Smithiana. 
Even as a small boy he was of “ striking 
athletic appearance.” Though he came 
in time to be head boy, he was “ fonder 
of games than of learning.” So he is 
now, some scoffers say, referring, in 
their coarse parlance, to his “little 
games.” He doted on the deep. He 
sailed the Mersey. Probably that-‘is the 
reason why he matriculated at Wadham, 
the college of Admiral BLAKE. Childe 
SMITH was always daring: 

Once we saw him making for the 
open sea in his little boat, and he dis- 
appeared out of sight. We had a ter- 
rible fright, but after two or three 
hours’ absence he returned quite non- 
chalantly. When we asked him where 
he had been, he said, indignantly, ‘‘ Oh, 
just looking around.” 

Anti-Birkenheaders err grievously if 
they ascribe this feat to the same mo- 
tives that prompted Lord BrouGHAm to 
diffuse the report of his own death. On 
the contrary, this was a prefigurative 
trait. Lord BIRKENHEAD has always 
been looking around, and has “usually 
found something to his advantage. Only 
in one point did the youth erroneously, 
predict the man: 

He_was a fine runner and played an 
excellent game of Rugby. In 1890 he 
practically carried our pack of for- 
wards on his back, 

Whereas he now practically carries 

the pack of backwards, the die-hards, 
on his back.

Consequently, a Spaniard 
hailing from the Old World is al- 
ways bound to be as unfamiliar with 
the idioms and localisms of the va- 
rious Latin-American republics as 
any British subject can be with the 
special phrases, idioms and words 
with a double iy ae ee A used by 
the Re eople of the Uni States, un- 
less he has lived many years in this 
country. 

It has cularly come under my 
observation that e translation of 
these idiomatic phrases into the 
Spanish eo, occurs most fre- 
quently advertisements, cata- 
logues, trade magazines and espe- 
cially in film translations.

CRIME AND COURTS 


Smith’s Plan for Sentencing Board 
Hailed as Forward; Step 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mental hygienists regard Governor 
Smith’s proposal :to ‘transfer '‘ the 
power of sentence in felony’ cases 
from the Judge. to. a special State 
commission as a natural expression 
of the slowly but surely changing 
point of view ‘with ‘regard: to the 
handling of criminals .in..New. York 
and other States. ‘They. consider it a 
logical dévelopmerit in ‘the progress 
already made in the .ast few years 
toward the formulation..of a more 
rational criminal law: ‘To them -the 
proposal does not appear as radical 
as it seems. It merely recognizes in 
principle what has been implied to:a 
growing extent in practice’ in more 
enlightened jurisdictions in. dealing 
with adult and juvenile offenders,. It 
provides a practical mechanism for 
extending the ‘practice on a ‘wider 
scale and applying the principle in 
a more effective manner. 

One t weakness in the admin- 
istration of our criminal and 
laws has been the absence of social 
machinery for dealing adequately 
with the habitual offetider. Cer- 
tainly the diciary has, on the 
whole, failed to cope with him, 
What the new plan does is to make 
possible the. social. organization, so 
necessary to sound and effective 
work on this problem, 

As to whether. the aenteneing 
power in life-and-death enate shoul 
remain with the judges is at least 
debatable. After all, public Bataan amy 
reflected in our criminal tatutes, 
has. been limiting our judges more 
and more in the exercise of. this 
function, and adoption of the new 
idea will mean ie oe away Ref 
less from the La oa o in the last 
analysis determine fate of the 
accused, than from the judges. And 
who will say that a. b of men 
chosen tay eir expert owledge 
of many of the manifold. factors .in- 
volved in criminal behavior will deal 
less justly with a given case than our 
average jury does? 

But aside from the consideration 
as to whether a. special State com- 
mission would exercise the power 
over life and death with greater wis- 
dom than a Judge, or vice versa, the 
fact remains that in most. criminal 
cases the issue is not one of life or 
death, but one of enenvenne and. re- 
habilitation, the f punish- 
ment, according to:modern penology; 
always being a subordinate one, 
Since recidivism is the backbone of 
our crime prea ray not adopt 
the. measures tha best cu- 
lated to deal constructively” with it?

» LONDON, Dec. 20.—With. methods 
that savor of ‘the childlike and bland 
variety, the idea has been mooted of 
transferring the headquarters of the 
League of Nations from Geneva to 
another city.in Europe. Participants 
in the discussions, which took place, 
in Paris over the Covenant, vividly 
remember the arguments put. for- 
ward by various interested parties in 
favor of this, that and the other 
capital being selected. 

Among the allied powers the claims 

of Brussels probably would have ob- 
tained a préponderance of votes if 
the question had been decided by a 
majority; but President Wilson was 
dead against any arrangement which 
could be construed as an affiliation 
of the League to the victorious na- 
tions. Unkind tongues suggested that 
Mr. Wilson wanted the League to 
have its. headquarters in Washing- 
ton, but most of the available indi- 
cations disproved this allegation; and 
Geneva was éventually chosen by 
reason of both sentimental and prac- 
tical considerations, taken in com- 
bination. 
* For some time past there have been 
evidences of a more or less subter- 
ranean. campaign against Geneva as 
the habitation of the League secre- 
tariat, and various suggestions have 
been put forward in favor of at least 
holding League assemblies and Coun- 
cil meetings in other cities. Reasons 
given have ranged almost from ‘the 
sublime to the ridiculous when 
viewed as a whole, 


Rather Costly Gatherings. 


To begin, with, if General Assem- 
blies and Council meetings were to 
be held, first in one capital cand then 
in another, this would necessitate the 
transport em bloc of the Leyrue sec- 
retariat, with all its records and doc- 
uments, and perhaps even of its li- 
brary, consisting of many thousands 
of volumes, from the shores of Lake 
Leman to Berlin or Rome or Vienna 
or Paris. The budget of the League is 
already big: enough without being 
swollen by a huge charge for ‘‘frais 


de déplacement”’ such as would be 
incurred were any. such scheme put 
into execution. It is certainly cheap- 
er for each individual country to send 
its delegation to:Géneva than it 
would be to. send a delegation to an- 
other city and then bring along all 
the paraphernalia, human and mate- 
rial, housed ‘in the Palais Wilson. 

Some part,of the campaign had its 
inception in the belief that Genevese 
hotel Keepers and others who profited 
by ‘the influx of’ visitors at the time 
of Council and: General Assemblies 
had been taking undue advantage of 
their payouts situation, and that even 
the threat of.losing League custom 
might bring them to better behavior. 
As a matter of fact, Geneva opinion 
is by no means unanimous as to the 
benefits accruing from the League's 
association with their city. t is 
argued’by some Geénevese that what 
they: gain on the ‘swings they lose 
on the roundabouts; In other words, 
leaguers crowd out other and. more 
profitable ‘visitdrs’ of the ‘tourist 
genus..:.Leaguers, according to this 
argument, pay a certain amount for 
their board arid lodging; but leaguers 
don’t buy watches and lace and other 
sundries bythe sale of which the 
ponsral commerce of Geneva throve 
m other days when ordinary tourists 
were the mainstay of the town: As to 
the merits of the discussion one need 
not Nhe ype a verdict, but it is a 
matter of common report that while 
the Genevese shi? Srey they don’t 
greatly benefit the League, some 
of the League. officials lament that 
the Geneva tantonal authoritics fail 
to appreciate their supposed ad- 
vantages. — 

Vienna’s Claims Advanced.. 

There are, humerous other-¢#asens 
for the campaign in support of the 
League looking * around for fresh 
woods and pastures new, but as most 
of them are of the same inconsidera- 
ble importance as that referred to 
there.is no need-to: detail-them. 

Recentiv @ special effort has been 
made to advance the claims of 
Vienna for. consideration. In this 
connection a: quotation may be made 
from a letter from an authority who 
may be taken to represent the best 
opinion in Austria. He writes: 
“Although there is. general agree- 
ment in Austrian circles that.»great 
economic benefits would. accrue . to 
the county if, the. proposal. for the 
removal of the Bekdquarters of the 
League of Nations were.to material- 
ize, the Austrian Government itself 
is. somewhat. timorous of promul- 
gating the plan as itis afraid that 

taking an active part in the 

scheme it. would arouse misigivings in 
Switzerland. . Here -plan would 
obtain general support, however; the 
only 0 tion ‘would come! from the 
Autrians attached, to. the. Secretariat 
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gress to such a stage that it is 
altogether unlikely that any other 
city will oust»Geneva from its pride 
of place as headquarters of the 
League of Nations. 


GERMAN STUDENTS’ 
ARE REORGANIZING 
Republican College Men Found 
Association to Combat Re- 
actionary Groups. 





With the road cleared by the aboli- 
tion of the German Students’ Asso- 
ciation as a semi-official body in 
Prussia, the. struggle between the 
Liberal and reactionary elements for 
the upper hand in the college life of) 
the German Republic has become in- 
tensified and is being waged with re- 
hewed vigor, according to.reports 
found in late German newspapers. 

As has been reported, Dr. Becker, 
the Prussian Minister of Education, 
énded the existence of the ‘‘Deutsche 
Studentenschaft’’ in Prussia’ on Dec. 
1 as the result of the majority of its 
members having voted’ against com- 
plying with the State Government’s 
regulations for its further activities. 

On: Dec; 11 and 12, at a meeting in 
Heidelberg attended by representa- 
tives of Socialist, Democratic and 
Centrist student societies in all parts 
of Germany and in Austria and 
Czechoslovakia, it was voted to found 
a Republican Students’ League for 
the purpose of fighting the reaction- 
aries organized in the-Getman Col- 
lege Ring and similar-stident bodies 
and of promoting progressive ideas 
and all around tolerance. 

It was announced that student 
groups in twenty colleges and_ uni- 
versities had signified their intention 
of joining the new league and that 
an active membership campaign 
would be carried on. 

The Heidelberg organization meet- 
ing was preceded by a regular con- 
vention of the Association of Social- 
ist Student Groups of, Germany and 
Austria, at which it was reported 
that that association, which forms 
the backbone of the new Republican 
league, was growing fast and already 
had 2,900 members in twenty local 
groups. 

During the discussion at the 
launching of the new league it was 
noted that the Socialist student bod- 
ies in eight colleges had voted with 
the reactionaries against accepting 
the new Prussian regulations in or- 
der to bring about the dissolution of 
the “‘Studentenschaft’’ and thus put 
an end to the position of power occu- 
pied by, this reactionary-ruled asso- 
ciation: 

It is taken as a matter of course 
by the German press that the ‘‘Stu- 
dentenschaft’’ will not amount to 
much without the official. standing 
it has lost in Prussia and that the 
competing Republican organization 
has a fair chance of winning over 
the bulk of the students. 

While some German professors and 
student leaders regret the passtng of 
the nation-wide » organizatior at 
had been countéd as one of thc post- 
war advances in German ‘university 
life, many others points out: that if 
the students’ themselves’ cared. as 
little for the right of »participat ing in 
the college administration as had 
been indicated by their stand regard- 
ing the ‘‘Studentenschaft,’’ it is noth- 
ing for the Government or the legis- 
lators to worry about. 

There have been sharp echoes of 
the: conflict in the Prussian) Diet, 
where Dr. Becker has repeatedly toid 
German Nationalist Deputies that: he 
has no intention of giving ground 
and that: the old ‘‘Studentenschaft’’ 
is not a greater: German, »but a 
greater. ‘‘Voelkisch’’ (extreme. re- 
actionary) organization.» Dr. Becker 
was. enthusiastically cheered \.at : the 
Heidelberg meeting and a telegram 
was sent congratulating him for:his 
firmness, 

On Dec. 19 the Centrist: Party inter- 
pellaied the Government in the! Prus- 
sian Diet'on what was being done:to 
show the leaders of the: ‘‘Studenten- 
schaft’’: that they no longer »repre- 
sented .* a > semi-official’ body and, 
consequéntly, must cease function- 
ing as though they did.

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CONSTRUCTION IN. DISPUTE 


Japanese With. ‘Treaties “Against 
Parallel Lines Are Financing 
Chinese Interests, 


Special Correspondence. of. THs New Yore 
a TIMBs, 

TOKIO,. Dec. ,.5.—Manchuria is 
probably the most.rapidly develop- 
ing. region in the world today. Chi- 
nese immigrants are colonizing its 
empty. spaces at the rate of 800,000 a 
year. cay ee mostly from Shan- 
sung, and they are attracted to Man- 
churia by the fact that it is free 
from civil war, has had the same 
Government ‘for many years, and. has 
been economically developed. by the 
South Manchuria . Railway,. owned 
and controlled by Japan, As Chi- 
nese chaos has deepened, the move- 
ment of Chinese’ farmers out of 
Shantung.has.been.accelerated,. and 
the ree jon in Manchuria today is 
like that which obtained in the Mid- 
dle West half 4 century ago. 

The rate at which this vast and 
still only’ partially cultivated land 
can be opened: up depends on rail- 
road construction, and at present the 
political and economic rivalries 
which constitute the . international 
politics of this region where Japan, 
China,and Russia meet are subordi- 
nated, to the Sino-Japanese diapate 
over railroad building. The Japa- 
nese, having been the ‘pioneers since 
they: displaced Russia, have treaties 
and agreements protecting the inter- 
ests of the South Manchuria Railway 
against competition by parallel lines 
and: safeguarding its rights gener- 
ally,.and the Chinese are attracted 
by the profits which now accrue 
from the enormous migration into 
the ‘territory. 

The two foreign-owned railroads in 
Manchuria are the Chinese Eastern, 
built by Russia on Chinese territory 
with ench loans in order to elimi- 
nate the large detour involved in 
carrying traffic over purely Russian 
territory. to. Vladivostok, and the 
South Manchuria Railway, owned by 
Japan, and forming, with its related 
enterprises, mines and. so _ forth, 
Japan’s economic sphere of influence 
in Manchuria. 


Chinese Own Other Roads. 


The other railroads in Manchuria 
are owned by the Chinese, who in re- 
cent years have shown much interest 
in railroad building. The demand 
for new roads is great, owing to the 


rapid development and general pros- 
perity of the country, and individual 
Chinese high officials have found 
that much profit may be derived from 
constructing railroads through lands 
which they already hold or acquire 
for the purpose. e increased value 
of such lands yields great and imme- 
diate returns. Some lines have been 
built entirely by Chinese capital and 
some by Japanese capital loaned to 
Chinese. The following account of 
the various new roads will show how 
the situation stands: 

The Hulan-Hailun line is being built 
by the Chinese, the funds being fur- 
nished by the Heilingkiang Govern- 
ment and also by the Governor from 
his personal resources. The only 
connection the Japanese have with 
this line is that the S. M. R. acts as 
purchasing ‘agent for certain mate- 
rials.

The Chinese were to build 
the road but were to engage a Jap- 
anese chief ¢ngineer during construc- 
tion and.were afterward to employ 
a Japanese maintenance engineer, 
chief accountant and traffic man- 
ager. A loan of 5,000,000 yen was 
floated; the rest of the money, 
amounting to 32.000,000 yen, was ad- 
vanced by the S. M. R. Interest has 
been paid on.the former but not on 
the latter.

Thus, as M. Guilaine sees it, the 
United States, while not taking part 
in the League and often assuming an 
unfriendly attitude toward it, never- 
theless is able to influence the votes 
cast at Geneva by the Pan-American 
republics.. He raises. the question 
whether the proposed international 
code, to be considered at the Havana 
meeting, might free the minor Amer- 
ican republics from the tutelage of 
the United States and the Monroe 
Doctrine and permit them to cooper- 
ate fully with the League of Na- 
tions. 

Sees Work of League Hampered. 


Following is a translation of M. 
Guilaine’s article: 

“If the Pan American :Union had 
become the regional entente under the 
Monroe Doctrine, according. to the 
definition of it by the League of Na- 
tions; and if, as such and en bloc, 
it had joined the organization at 
Geneva, the question of American 
responsibilities would not be today 
so capable of arousing grave appre- 
hensions on the t of the members 
of the League. But this was not: the 


case. 

‘“‘The Pan American Union did not 
enter the League. The great world 
power which dominates that union 
and exerts over it an unchallenged 
me nee gy Mee Republic of the 
United States—repudiated the pact 
which President Wilson had dictated 
to Europe. It remained outside of the 
League, toward which it has. not 
always manifested symnathy and 
consideration. It hampered the 
League’s work, for example, when 
the United .States undertook, by 
separate conferences, to remove from 
the control of the League the prob- 
lem of naval disarmament, though 
that problem concerns all of the na- 
tions alike, the weak even more than 
the strong. 

“The twenty Latin republics across 
the: sea have, for the most ; 
hered to the League; but this adher- 
ence has not been unanimous. First 
Argentina, then Brazil, withdrew; 
others, though remaining members, 
hold themselves aloof. They. will 
return, of course; still, in several 
cases, their relations to the League 
are rather tenuous. Quite the con- 
trary is the case so far with the 
Pan American Union, which has re- 
mained intact, indissolubly. united, 
despite the invasions of the. inde- 
pendence ard oe rag, ged of several 
of these republics by the. power 
which directs and. supervises the 
union. “These invasions have not, sa 
far, weakened the unity of the union, 
They have caused no member of the 
union to make a protest, even as a 
matter of formality, before the 
League of Nations. 


Our Influence in Council. 


*‘Does this mean that. the Latin re- 
publics accept the supremacy’of the 
United States with all its conse- 
quences, subordinating their policies 
to those at Washington and submit- 
ting willingly to Washington’s influ- 
ence?

Possible Agents Registered. 


One of the most useful activities of 


the Commercial Attaché’s staff is the 
maintaining of an up-to-date file of 
Htalian firms suited to act as agents 


for American goods. When a manu- 


facturer at home wants an agent.in 
Italy the office: recommends two or 
three names from its list, so as to 
give the producer in the United 
States his choice. Afterward the of- 
fice tries to learn whether, relations 
with the agent work out satisfac- 
torily.. If that is so, the agent is rec- 
ommended again for some kindred 
but non-competing line. 

The Commercial Attaché and his 
subordinates keep their ears to the 
ground for advance information as to 
Italy’s import needs, For instance, 
although American shoes have not 
sold well here since the war because 
of the improvement in local manu- 
facture, Italian factories buy very 
large quantities of American leather 
for the uppers of the shoes they 
make. As far ahead of the season as 
possible, a representative of the of- 
fice goes to these producers and 
learns what colors they will want. 

Information is also secured as to 
the probable demand for imported 
wheat. Italy cannot raise all her own 
wheat, though crops have been tre- 
mendously increased by Mussolini’s 
policy. The annual shortage in her 
payne ranges from 1,800,000 tons 
500,000. As this is a wide varia- 
tion, it is of value to American ex- 
porters to know what the Italian con- 
sumption is likely to be. 

Currency Movement Watched. 


Still more important in the work 
of the office is the collection of every 
available bit of evidence as to the 
probable rise or fall of the lira, for 
that is closely linked with the pub- 
lic’s buying power. Americans who 
send products to Italy don’t care so 
much about learning what has al- 
ready happened in regard to eco 
nomic conditions as what is likely to 
happen in future. 

To look ahead at all, it is necessary 
to watch wages, unemployment and 
the cost of living, as well as the Gov- 
ernment’s financial program. When 
the average Italian family has paid 
its rent and its food bill, will it have 
enough, money left over to buy goods 
in reasonable quantities? An estimate 
made by the Chamber of Commerce 
at Milan shows the cost of living to 
be still five times as high as it was in 
1913. With a possibility of wage re- 
ductions—500,000 workers in the tex- 
tile trades have already had their pay 
cut 10 per cent.—there’s many a tight 
place for the household budget to 
squeeze through. The Commercial

PERING’S OLD CHARM 


Imperial Precincts of Forbidden 
City Under Chang ‘Tho-lin 
Show Lack of Repair 


AND GRAFT IS FLOURISHING 


Apologists: Point to the “Squeeze” 
That Was Practiced Under 
the Manchu Rulers.

PEKING, China, Dec. 1.—One need 
only pay a visit to that portion of the 
Forbidden City now used as residence 
and as official headquarters by Dic- 
tator Chang Tsso-lin in order to real- 
ize what bankruptcy means to a Gov- 
ernment. 

The beauty of the immense yellow- 
roofed precincts formerly ‘sacred to 
the imperial family is undiminished 
when viewed from some nearby 
height, but. when one once gets in- 
side the walls signs of actual poverty | 
are seen on all sides. 

At this time of year, uncut weeds 
stand yellow and withered on either 
side of the drive which circles the 
lake containing the picturesque island 
on which the old Empress Dowager 
kept one of the last. Manchu Emper- 
ors a prisoner because she opposed 
his schemes for reforms. 

Once through the inner gates, the 
buildings are found badly. weathered, 
The paint and lacquer is peeling off 
in large chunks, and broken panes of 
glass, instead of having been re 
placed, are found mended with glue 
and paper. 

In many of the great reception 
rooms the fine rugs are badly worn, 
or ve in need of cleaning. 

It is in these rooms that one real- 
izes with a shock the extent to. which 
the worst of foreign taste has made 
its effect felt upon the Chinese who, 
in their own arts, have te 
appreciations. 


Foreign Chandeliers Hideous. 


Large and hideous ‘foreign style’ 
chandeliers of cheap, colored glass 
hang from hand-carved ceilings of 
rich and beautiful Chinese design 
and workmanship. 

Hardwood stands, so magnificently 
carved that they would be ranked as 
valuable museum pieces in the United 
States, are used to support cheap 
epepere age jardiniers made by the 
housands in foreign factories. Hard- 
wood floors inlaid with mother of 
pearl are defaced with ugly crockery, 
and ‘‘foreign style’’ cuspidors such as 
can be bought for 50 cents in the 
United States. Ugly crayon enlarge- 
ments of photographs of Chinese not- 
ables, pore ged framed, hang above 
manties an probably will be flanked 
by marvelous Ming vases or im- 
mense and priceless urns of finest 
cloisonne. 

This deterioration of an imperial 
palace which in beauty and sumptu- 
ousness is not outdone by Versailles, 
or the best of Louis XIV, as com- 
pared to the best of the Chinese Em- 

ror, Chien Lung, arouses doubts as 

o the wisdom o ‘having attempted, 
in 1911, to make China a ‘‘republic.’’ 

Optimistie apologists insist that the 
Pager to come, and that China 
is ‘feeling her way toward: better 
things.’’ .They also in tones of 
horror of the graft practiced by the 
palace eunuchs under the Manchu 
rulers.

314 Films Launched in Broadway Area in 1927 Against Few More 
| Than 200 in 1926—“The Enemy” 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 

HILE it is not difficult to se- 

lect ten good pictures from 

the 314 presented in 1927 in 

Broadway cinemas and the- 
atres, the list cannot be said to sur- 
pass that of last year’s film offer- 
ings. There were perhaps more wor- 
thy productions presented in this 
@rea in 1927: than in.1926; but then 
also there ‘are considerably more 
films from waich to choose. 

Looking oWér last year’s’ tén, named 
in these columns, it cannot be said 
that there Was in 1927 any better pic- 
ture than ‘Variety,’ despite the 
great artistic value of ‘‘Sunfise.’’ 
There is no production actually as 
trenchant as ‘‘Potemkin,’’ although 
there are several excellent photoplays 
that strike an @ntirely different note. 
Cecil B. De .Mille’s ambitious sub- 
ject, ‘‘The King’ of Kings,” is one 
that is bound to command attention 
wherever it is shown, no matter what 
may be the differences of opinion 
regarding some of its chapters, and 
its portrayal in detail of incidents 
that might better have been left to 
the imagination. Still it was a rev- 
rent and a remarkably impressive 
cinematic work. 

On the other hand, ‘‘Chang’’ was a 
production that had no equal in its 
line in the previous year, and ‘‘The 
Way of All Flesh,”’ in spite of its ex- 
travagant sentimental ending, is a 
film that revealed that Emil Jan- 
nings could do as good work in Hol- 
lywood as he did in Berlin. ‘‘Seventh 
Heaven” was a picture which was 
beautifully produced and exception- 
ally well acted. An instance of clever 
pictorial work in the face of great 
obstacles was ‘“Wings,’’ which has 
been running for about six months 
at the Criterion, and judging by the 
attendance it is likely to keep up for 
months to come. Hence, one is apt 
to come to the conclusion that it is 
unsatisfactory‘to make comparisons, 
as not only do the acting and the 
staging enter into the making of a 
good picture, but also the story, and 
when stories are wholly dissimilar 
one.is apt to find good points in one 
production that are not in another, 
and vice versa.

Lubitsch’s brilliant directorial effort, 
the transcription of ‘“‘The Student 
Prince,’’ but this production is weak- 
ened by the inadequate performances 
of. the younger owarticipants. ‘‘The 
Patent Leather Kid’ was another 
worthy subject and Mr. D’Arrast’s 
recent presentation, ‘“‘Serenade,’é is a 
charming piece ‘of direction; the 
story, however, hardly deserves com- 
parison with the first ten. Al Jol- 
son’s excellent work in “‘The Jazz 
Singer’ is another outstanding fea- 
ture, its virtues being chiefly derived 
from the compelling Vitaphone con- 
tributions. 

Paul Leni’s film conception of ‘The 
Cat and the Canary” was splendidly 
directed, and Alexander Korda de- 
serves no little credit for his delight- 
ful production of ‘‘The Private Life 
of Helen of Troy.’’

WILL ROGERS LIKES HIS NEW FILM 





“Ex-Follies” Player Has His Own Conception of a Congressman 
Acting Naturally—Tells of Work in: Picture © ' 


By WILL ROGERS. 


OW take this here ‘‘A Texas 
Steer,’’ which I hear is going 
to be at the Strand Theatre 
in New York this week. Even 

say it and it sounds like boasting, 
it’s a good picture. It is the movie 
of the old stage play, Hoyt’s “A 
Texas Steer.’’ 

It was the story of a Texas’ cow- 
man elected to Congress: on bought 
votes. We brought it up to date by 
rot changing it at all. In the stage 
version he didn’t know what to do 
when he got in Congress. That part 
is allowed to remain as it was. 

The cattleman-Congressman used 
to play poker more than legislate, 
and that’s left in the movie. . There 
was a little drinking among the 
members at the time. For correct 
detail in our modern version that has 
been allowed to remain in. 

Of course, I’m the cow-man who’s 
elected to play dumb in Washington. 
I never did claim to be a Barry- 
more or Warfield, and you folks 
ought to be warned about that, but 
Sam Rork, the producer, rushed me 
with a contract and a pen and said, 
“Will, all you’ve got to do is act 
natural.’’ 

Well, that’s easy enough to say, 
but it was mighty hard in a. couple 
of the scenes trying to act natural 
with a lot of people around, cameras 
and director and what not, and me 
in my underwear in what they call 
a ‘‘kidnapping episode.’’ I think a 
better name for it would have been 
“the expose of an ex-Follies.star.’’ 

“A Texas Steer,’’ I guess most of 
you folk know, played every town 
about thirty years.or so ago as reg- 
ular as payments fell due on the 
mortgages on the farm.. Most of you 
young folks haven’t seen it because 
it went out of style about the time 
hip. flasks .and cabarets .and..the 
rolled stocking fads got the country 
in an argument with the grand- 
mothers. But you can take it from 
me, the young folk missed some- 

. It’s one of the classics of the 
stage and it’s a wonder to me some 
producer didn’t make it before into 
@ movie. Sam Rork explains he was 
holding the movie rights until I grew 
up and could become a Congress- 
man. 

Anyhow, they tell me it’s a mighty 
good picture and I like it myself. 
Out in Hollywood: the movie pro- 
ducers spend a lot of somebody else’s 
money making a picture somebody 
else wrote, somebody else directed 
and a lot of others acted, and then 
they have what they call a preview. 
It’s like a dress rehearsal or try-out 
on the stage, only the producers haye 
got the nerve to. ask the audience to 
write them a postal card the next 
day and criticize the picture.

He picked me 
for the part of that Texas cattleman 
who goes,fe Congress because all the 





rest. of the Hollywood actors have 
got. morality. clauses in their con- 
tracts. and can’t act like Congress- 
men. 

Our picture has got sex appeal, pro- 
duction value, clothes, melodrama 
and everything else. We've been so 
faithful in. detail of making the story 
that we haven’t changed the price of 
votes in the Red Dog election, and 
anybody knows these days a dollar 
don’t buy what it used to. Those 
gila monsters that went Democratic 
last election in Arizona was imported 
and counted in for me at Red Dog. 

Yes, sir, Sam Rork got real actors 
in “A Texas Steer,’’ with me acting 
a natural, and I’m proud because it’s 
the first. real all-star. cast I’ve ever 
joined. Take Louise Fazenda, for 
example. She has the. part of ‘‘Ma’’ 
Brander, who sort of got tired hang- 
ing around the ranch house and 
wanted to get her daughter married 
to a title or some other clothes horse. 
Seems rather peculiar, but did you 
ever figure it out that there’s twenty 
funny men comedians on the stage 
to every woman?

Physical Exigencies. 

Granting this, the problem of the 
American orchestra and its conductor 
is nevertheless a difficult one, if only 
for practical reasons. There is the 
physical side of it: There is not a 
man alive who wishes to face, if he 
can help it, the strain of an unbroken 
season of a hundred and more con- 
certs in the space of some twenty- 
four weeks with a big Eastern orches- 
tra. There is no constitution that can 
survive it. The strain is not only of 
constant performance but of travel 
and of rehearsing at a length and to 
an extent of which omhestras in Eu- 
rope cannot dream. It is becoming 
more than flesh can bear for any ex- 
tended period of time. 
; It was not always so. Twenty-five 
years ago, and less, the large sym- 
phony orchestras, of which there 
were about five in the country, not 
Only ministered to the local popula- 
tion, but toured far ‘afield and cov- 
ered enormous sections of territory. 
They now give fewer concerts abroad, 
but many more at home. Popula- 
tions have very. substantially in- 
creased in the quarter of a century; 
musical culture has increased; ex- 
penses of travel and transportation 
by rail have enormously mounted. 
As there is increasing demand for 
the services of the orchestra in its 
immediate vicinity, as other expenses 
consistently mount higher and higher, 
the orchestra cultivates the public 
of its immediate neighborhood, ‘with 
the result of constantly increasing 
labor for the conductor. Concerts 
perforce separated by hours of travel 
diminish in number. Concerts given 
in’ the orchestra's home or near-by 
towns and cities follow each other 
almost daily. The limit has nearly 
been reached. In the meantime it Js 
“good business’ for managers and 
for conductors, for the latter to have 
hot only periods of rest but change 
of scene and artistic environment 
during the season.

Combining Directorates. 


Also; the orchestras tend to be- 
come more cooperative in their atti- 
tude and policies. Some remain sep- 
arate and entirely independent as in- 
stitutions. .Others combine manage- 
ments and have. interlocking directo- 
rates..._They do this for various 
reasons, .based principally on. the 
modern conception of cooperation 
rather than ruinous competition, and 
also with the need in view of combin- 
ing a, solid front to the attacks of 
musical. unionism...In short, the 
same principles that. work, toward 

consolidation of business concerns in 
this. country, and.cause these con- 
cerns. to gravitate toward each other 
with a force that is past.the power 
of a theory or social principle to ob- 
struct, now operate in the field of 
music.

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AUSTRIA HONORS SCHUBERT 





CHUBERT’S “German Mass’’ 

will be given today in all the 

churches of Austria in ob- 

servance of the centenary of 
the composer. Many celebrations 
have been planned for the com- 
ing year, the first being on Feb. 
20, when the Vienna Oratorio So- 
ciety will give three choruses from 
‘‘The Magic Harp.’ The chorus of 
the State. Opera, together with solo- 
ists and members of the Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, will organize their 
Schubert Festival, under the direc- 
tion of Franz Schalk. 


The works of Schubert will make 
up the major part of the programs 
of the “Vienna Festive Fortnight,’’ 
June 8 to 17. There will be a massed 
vocal concert devoted entirely to 
Schubert’s music by the combined 
male choirs of the Wiener Manner- 
gesangsverein, the Schubertbund and 
the famous choir of the Eisenbahn- 
beamten, to be held on the ‘“‘Haus- 
wiese’’ (sward) at Baden, near 
Vienna. A gala Schubert concert..by 
the unassisted Mannergesangsverein 
wilt follow. Still another event is an 
open-air performance of the com- 
poser’s ‘‘Twin Brothers’’ at Médling. 

The tenth annual German Singers’ 
Festival, June 19 to 28, will be in the 
nature of'a-testimonial.to Schubert. 
The occasion will bring together 
some 150,000 members of choral so- 
cieties from all parts of the world. 
Construction of a gigantic temporary 
concert hall of wood will soon ‘be 
started in the Prater at.a cost. of 
$90,000.

The 
work as a whole is a considerable 
advance on anything Mr. Fogg has 
previously done, and if he can only 
find the right type of inspiration 
there is no reason why he should not 
achieve something of real distinc- 
tion.’’

The first of a series of orchestral 
concerts was given on Dec. 15 at 
Cheltenham, England, by the City of 
Birmingham Orchestra, conducted by 
Dr. Malcolm. Sargent. ‘‘In any other 
civilized country a spa and an im- 
portant educational centre such as 
Cheltenham. would have its own regu- 
lar orchestra to keep it supplied with 
symphonic music,’’ says The Times.

Cheltenham suddenly realized that it 
had given birth to a great composer 
and felt that it’ should prove its ar- 
preciation of the fact.

After a colloquy with the 
inventor, he assured us that this was 
due to amplifiers, which most of us 
had already guessed. 
“Having refreshed us with “The 
Swan Song’ of Saint-Saéns, an old 
air of Matthieson and another song 
of Schubert, the professor allowed 
his pupil and collaborator, Herr 
Goldberg, to perform before an older 
instrument, the difference between 
the two lay in the fact that Herr 
Goldberg kept his left hand pressed 
on what. looked like an electric bell 
and his left foot on a pedal or pump 
to control the intensity. His right 
hand was employed like that of his 
master in controlling the pitch by 
horizontal movements like a bow. 
The entertainment ended with a duet 
between inventor and collaborator, 
and questions were then invited, but 
not publicly forthcoming. Sir Henry 
Wood privately expressed the opinion 
that the invention was admirable in 
all .except quality, ‘and that will 
come,’ he added optimistically. To 
the ordinary man the chief-charm of 
the entertainment lay in watching a 
man stand up and evoke music from 
a rod without touching it. He is con- 
tent to listen and watch as if con- 
fronted by a miracle. The music is 
like that of a violin, but it is not 
confined to any instrument nor in- 
tended to imitate dny. The scientific 
explanation, so far as there is one 
capable’ of being’ understood by 
everybody,.is that the apparatus in 
working order sets up electro-mag- 
netic waves round the-.rod, which 
canbe altered .and- controlled — by.

Even the earliest 
show a tendency to emphasize mass 
and to make his figures monumental 
by elimination of minute detail-and 
largeness of construction in light 
and shade, Often a feeble and waver- 
‘ing blur .of shadow appears to in- 
terrupt this effect, but, in spite of it, 
weight aud salience emerge as dom- 
inating factors. ~- 

Later on he makes drawings in 
which this blur of shadow comes un- 
der the discipline of an increasing 
sense of form. It remains a blur, 
gentle as Spring rain, determining a 
modeling that fifty years ago would 
have been called ‘“‘shading.’’ And, 
surprisingly, this faint little smudg- 
ing of tone, sharpened here and there 
by firm lines of character, conveys 

a strong suggestion of solidity, rich 
substance, weight, natural rhythms.

AKING leave of the Frenchman, 
we cross the border,’ withotit any 
stupid customs delays, and enter 

Italy. ‘Gennaro Favai leads: us:first 
to his native city, Venice. There we 
wander waterways that are familiar, 
jand yet * * * Well, they are fa- 

miliar in the sense that. many of the 
landmorks até recognizable; We know 
that this is St. Mark’s, and we are 
sure thiy is a palazzo on the Graftid 
Canal. But never, surely, save in 
anticipation,.were the. colors so rich; 
the color forma part of so. dramatic 
& panopiy. 

Then .one begina to understand. 
This is not,the enthusiasm of an 
over-sanguine modern brush; rather 
is it the retrospective, passion of a» 
Bon of Venice who longs always for 
the Venice ‘of old—the Venice of the 
Nogca, the spectacles, the maiitime 
supremacy. Signor Favai is essen- 
tially a romantic, with ever an alert 
eye for decorative values. He paints 
vhat we.should like to see, what 
every one could wish the ancient 
Queen cf the Adriatic to be, and does 
it with surprising .versatility.. of 
method. Some of the.mcods fade off 
into. opalescence, while others - are 
strongly assertive. 

In the matter of pigment. Signor! 
Favai eschews. dependence upon cus- 
tom. He. does. not. use oils at all 
but mixes his earth colors with glue; 
‘Jays a white gesso .ground,’’..we 
learn, ‘‘covered with a red. ‘veil’; 
works an underpainting in stiff tem- 
péra and then glazes. transparent. or 
semiopaque colors with. an. oleores- 
inous, yehicle.’’ .And with this. old 
Venetian process, little known today, 
he obtains a variety. of effects. Touch 
with your finger what appear; to be 
a rugge.. impasto and you will find 
the purfate ag smdoth os that éf a 
highly ‘varnished old master. But at 
times--indeed, rather frequently—the 
artist secures. his, high-lights by 
means df Gelicate modelitig in ‘paint. 
These pictures, even the smallest of 
them, have marked carfyitig power. 

Interesting as this color work .is, 
some. visitors to the, Anderson, Gal- 
leries will perhaps prefer the black 
and white gouache drawings, which 
have often the precision and depth 
of etchings.

The Pioneers of Miami. 


~Particularly interesting -and indic- 
ative of the extreme’ youth’ ‘of, the 
city. is.the fact. that the pioneers of 
the littlé community have been able 
to carry on with Miami's ‘growth, 
occupying incréasingly important po- 
sitions. as-the.city has grown in im- 
portance.. The present Mayor of 
Miami, Everest George Sewell, -was 
one. of the city’s earliest residents, 
coming’: to Miami with his brother 
John and opening .on the main street, 
now called Flagler, the first men’s 
furnishing store. Miami’s pioneers 
ave for the most part still young 
men, living testimonials to the :rapid- 
development of ‘the city they have 
fathered. 

At no time, however, in the city’s 
history have the chariges been more 
; }spectacilar than jin. the Jast three 
years, The (deepening of the harbor 
to twerity-five feet is, perhaps, one 
of the most. vital of the municipal 
improvements, since this has made 
possible the entry of large ocean- 
going vessels to dock*ge close to the 
business district. .A channel about 
three and a half miles long .leads 
from the Atlantic ocean, along the 
County Causeway which connects 
Miami and Miami Beach, across Bay 
Biscayne to the turning basin and 
docking facilities. On Dec. 18,.the 
official opening of this deep-water 
channel was marked by President

The completion, of the double track- 
ing of the Biorida East (Coast Rail- 


Made’ possible a Tadical reduction in 
the ‘train schedule and considérably 
facilitated travel between Miami and 
northern cities: Another means of 
transportation ‘has been opened up 
for serving the Miami district by the 
passage by the United States Senate 
of an amendment to the Rivers and 
Harbors. bill providing for. the) ex- 
penditure of $4,221,000 for an inland 
waterway ~ from ~Jacksonville~ to 
Miami, The Federal Government 
plans ‘to acquire and improve >the 
Florida East Coast waterway from 
Jacksonville to Miami, which will 
serve as,a. valuable inlet into this 
city. 

The most striking transformation 
‘which has taken place in Miami dur- 
ing the last three years has been in 
the waterfront of the city. Recent- 
ly Bayshore Drive followed - the 
curve, of ,Bay Biscayne, the water 
lapping close to the thoroughfare, 
and with numerous: houseboats nod- 
ding at anchor. Two years ago, bay 
bottom was dredged in over an area 
of forty-three acres, extending seven 
city blocks, in a dazzling .expanse 
of white sand. 

After sufficient time had elapsed to 
permit the seeping of the salt from 
the’ sand it was. landscaped under 
the supervision of the city Park De- 
partment and planted with thirty va- 
rieties of palms and 150 species of 
tropical growth. 

Piscayne Boulevard, the present- 
day successor':of Bayshore Drive, 
was constructed by cutting ‘back 
twenty-three highly improved. city 
blocks. It extends, 100 feet wide, from 
the boundary line of Greater Miami, 
where it merges with the new Fed- 
eral highway, southward into the 
business centre of the city. Approach- 
ing Flagler Street, the highway paral- 
lels the:new park, is widened to,260 
'feet,.and is. parked with. lawns.and 
réyal palms.

\&.City. Added Every Decade. : 


Every ten years since 1830 the Fed- 
eral. Census takers have figured up 
New York’s population, and every 
‘ten years the total figures’ have 
shown that inthe interval the city 
has absorbed enough additional peo- 
ple to populate one, of the country’s 
leading cities. ‘And the size of the 
city that the metropolis has taken to 
itself—with the exception of three 
decades—has steadily grown, till the 
war and the immigration law some- 
what stunted its growth. 

Between 1830 and 1840 New York 
absorbed enough people to populate 
Bridgeport today; and between 1840 
and 1850 and between .1860 and 1870 
enough to populate the Rochester of 
today. In the decades from 1850. to 
1860 and 1870 to 1880 New. York ‘ab- 
sorbed a Washington and a Milwau- 
kee; between 1880.and 1890 a -Pitts- 
burgh; .. between 1890. and.1900.a.De- 
troit; from 1900 to 1910. a Philadel- 
phia and between 1910 and 1920 s 
Cleveland.

Until a few years ago* Manhattan 
has always led all the boroughs in 
population—even though not in area;- 
but her lead is now definitely chal- 
lenged by Brooklyn. From the days 
of the Civil War down to the open- 
ing of the World War, Manhattan 
and Brooklyn .received , about. equal 
numbers. .of the pilgrims to. New 
York. In 1860, Manhattan was about 
600,000 ahead of Brooklyn... The. gap 
between them was approximately the 
same in 1910. But. since then, Brook- 
lyn. has received the lion’s share. of 
the.city’s total increase...Ten years 
later Manhattan's lead had been cut 
to one-third of what~it-had~ been~be- 
fore. And today the Census Bureau 
reports that Brooklyn has actually 
forged ahead. The estimate made 
public last week gives Brooklyn a 
total population of 2,274,000 and a 
hattan 1,814,009. : 
Manhattan Shrinking. 

For the first time in history the 
number of people in any borough of 
New York has begun to fall off. Man- 
hattan reached the top of the popu- 
lation curve in 1919 .nd has been, 
numerically: speaking, on the decline 
ever since. But the decline in nu- 
merical bulk has been an index of 
social gain; and the process will 
probably continue for some time. 

Manhattan Island is now practically 
built up solidly from the Battery to 
the Harlem. River...No new land of 
any consequence can be thrown open 
for further settlement. And at. the 
same time depopulation has set in. 
Large areas of the congested slum 
districts have been cleared out to 
make way for bridge and tunnel! ap-

A glance at the pages of Pausanias, 
the histérian who described the Ag- 
ora inthe reign of the Roman Em- 
péeror Hadrian, gives a vivid idea 
of what its splendor was.

‘When Athens was at the 
height of ‘her glory, in the fifth and:

Troubles Between France pacha. 

Difficulties between France and 
Italy became acute last year andre- 
main to be dealt ;with’ in 1928», The 
situation was described recently in 
an Italian newspaper which said 
Italy must expand or explode. Emi- 
gration figures of recent years show 
that 428,000 Italians emigrated over 
geas in the year 1913-and only 14, 000 
in the year 1925. 

Meanwhile the emigration of Ital- 
jans to the rest of Europe increased. 
They have gone chiefly to, France 
where they have formed large col- 
onies, with their’ own ‘newspapers 
ti-Fascist agita- 
tion. Italy wants.space, for’ more 
than half a million nationals a year 
to emigrate. France has a vast co- 
lonial empire in North Africa and a 
stationary home population. Italy 
turns to the Balkans and is chagrined 
to find that France has just made a 
treaty with Yugoslavia, lining up 
Italy’s neighbor with Rumania, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland in the 
atring of the eastern allies of France. 
In regard to Italy as in regard to 
Germany France is sitting tight on 
the defensive status quo. Both her 
neighbors have a lot to ask—Ger- 
many for ameliorations of the treaty 
or peace, Italy for room to expand. 
France, desiring peace, fincs herself 
called on to make sacrifices. 


Polish nationalism manifest in the 
quarrel with Lithuania, worried Eu- 
rope until Pilsudski..was..called..to 
Geneva’ and asked by the powers to 
settle peaceably. The incident called 
attention to the opposition to the 
eastern frontiers fixed by the treaties. 
Chancellor Marx’s visit to Vienna re- 
newed the argument over the pos- 
sible annexation of Austria to Ger- 
many which many Germans regard 
as logical and inevitable but which 
the French strongly oppose. Lord 
Beaverbrook meanwhile conducted a 
campaign for the revision of the 
peace treaty in the interest of Hun- 
gary. 

To observers this end of Europe 
illustrates the remark of an Ameri- 
can financial administrator that far 
too many languages are spoken along 
the Danube. Critics of the peace 
treaties believe there.are too many 
frontiers also.” 


Armament a Vital Question. 


The question of the reduction of 
armaments, which is vitally impor- 
tant to Europe from the point of 
view of economic recovery as well as 
that of peace, is complicated by the 
attitude of the.American Government 
in first arranging a naval conference 
separate from the League of Nations 
which was already considering the 
problem, and, second, in announcing 
a billion-dollar cruiser building pro- 
gram after Great Britain had de- 
clined to agree to the cruiser limita- 
tion proposed by the Americans at 
Geneva. In Great Britain.as well as 
the Continent it has repeatedly been 
asked why America thinks she needs 
a bigger fleet, one of the French 
mewspapers commenting ironically: 
“We understand the United States 
wants a larger navy to protect her- 
self against Nicaragua.”’ 

While the American building pro- 
gram provides the occasion for many 
sarcastic observations, our champion- 
ship of disarmament for Europe and 
the attitude of America and Great 
Britain at Geneya “lent encourage- 
ment to those wo contend that each 
nation must be its.own judge of what 
is the adequate armed. force to pro- 
tect it.. This view is scarcely recon- 
cilable with the hope.of organizing a 
unified and cooperating Europe. 
Great Britain has announced she will 
not try to compete with America in 
building ships, so there appears no 
immediate prospect of a naval build- 
ing race, the European attitude 
being, ‘‘if thinks she can 
afford it, let her go ‘ahead. But the 
failure of the naval conference and |-

Reparations and War Debts. 
One of the dominating problems of 
Europe is still reparatioris and war 
debts, which Europe insists upon 
seeing as aspects of a single ques- 
tion despite the contrary view of the 
United States Government. Econo- 
mists long have predicted the mat- 
ter would reach a crisis in 1928, the 
year when German payments reach 
the maximum under the Dawes plan 
and must be paid from the budget 
rather than loans. The question 
whether the sum is. transferable 
without affecting German currency 
adversely remains to be determined, 
the Dawes plan having left dis- 
cretion to the Transfer Committee. 
S. Parker Gilbert, Agent General, 
lately brought the issue to the fore 
by a report saying the time was ap- 
proaching when the total of repara- 
tions should be faced. The French 
are inclined to reply that the total 
was fixed at London in 1921 and 
that the.duty of the Dawes commit- 
tee was not to fix the total, but 
merely to arrange payments. Britain 
is willing to ask France and Ger- 
many only. for what she must pay 
America, while France says she is 
unable to pay America unless paid 
by. Germany. The possibility of 
straightening out the whole affair 
on a more practicable base is one 
Europeans still hope for. Here 
again, as in many other points, the 
solution.of Europe’s gravest diffi- 
culties depends partly on America. 

The prospects for evacuation of the 
Rhineland before the treaty date of 
1935, the allotment of colonies to 
Germany and revision of the eastern 
frontiers,. are bound up with nu- 
merous other issues between France 
and. Germany. French and. British 
supporters. of a genérous policy 
toward Germany contend o¢cupation 
is only an irritant without commen- 
surate value to France, since it ends 
in seven years anyhow, and they 
urge France to forego it in favor of 
concessions on the part of.Germany. 
The occupation, whilé producing no 
difficulties, remains a sore point for 
German pride. French nationalists 
place little confidence in Germany’s 
peaceful disposition. or on the Lo- 
carno treaties; preferring to rely on 
armed defense, «Consequently they 
oppose bitterly any concession in the 
Rhineland, while Germans insist 
equally emphatically that there can 
be no rapprochement so long as 
French troops are on German. soil: 

At this moment disunity and obsta- 
cles to unity, physical as ‘well as 
sentimental, are more prominent: in 
Europe than tendencies to prevent 
the disruption and bankruptcy of the 
Continent by future wars. The fact 
is Europe will spend this’ year. and 
many more trying to recover from 
the consequences of the last war, 
perhaps forgetting the advantages of, 
if not the necessity for unity, which 
lis only another name for peace. Any- 
how, the possibility of it is‘in many 
minds. That perhaps is something 
igained.

The complete gamut of American 
life has been embraced in the ser- 
vices rendered by radio... Neverthe- 
less progress still calls. Experience 
is sifting the good from the: indiffer- 
ent, the best from the good.

1928 might be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

1. The.extension of nation-wide 
broadcasting, to which the. National

HIGH MARK AT LARCHMONT 


188 Yachts Crossed Finish Line on 
First Day—N. Y.. Yacht Club’s 
Cruise Markedly Successful.

The yacht-racing sesson of 1927.on 
Long Island Sound. and. contiguous 
waters was featured: by international 
six-meter matches of more than 
usual importance; the appearance of 
a new.and strong class of ten-meter 
yachts and by the presence of large 
and diversified racing fleets all along 
the line, even at the regattas of the 
so-called smaller clubs. While the 
sport was marred at times by poor 
racing weather, and this was notably 
the case with Larchmont race week, 
the wide interest shown in the game 
as a whole was a sure indication of 
its rapid and healthy growth: 

Despite the exasperating conditions 
of Larchmont week, a record .was 
broken when 188 yachts crossed the 
starting line on the first day, ‘the 


biggest fleet Larchmont had seen 
since the old-timers have been keep- 
ing the figures. The race week fleet 
undoubtedly would have run well 
above the 200 mark if the closing day 
had not been a conglomeration of 
awful conditions.

ALRKHINE’S VICTORY 
STOOD OUT IN CHESS 


Astounded Followers of Game 
by Wresting World's Title 
From Capablanca. 








The crowning of a new world’s 
champion, the fourth in a period of 
nearly eighty years, the staging of a 
grand masters’ tournament, the first 
of its kind in more than thirty years, 
and the holding of the customary 
large number of masters’ tourneys 
in Europe combined to make 1927 
the greatest year in chess in the 
twentieth century. 

The tournament held in New York 
last February, when six of the 
world’s foremost pee partici- 

ted, was the first tourney of its 

ind since the memorable event in 
St. Petersburg in 1896, when Dr. 
Lasker, Steinitz, Pillsbury and Tchi- 
gorin competed for the Czar’s trophy. 

José R. Capablanca, the world’s 
champion, finished in front, followed 
Ls 4 Dr. Alekhine, Nimzowitsch, Dr. 

idmar, jelmann and Marshall, 
the United States champion. By fin- 
ishing second Alekhine clinched his 
right to meet Capablanca in a world’s 
title match in Buenos Aaires. 

Then came a long string of im- 
portant tournaments in all parts 
of the world, culminating when 
Alekhine accomplished the seem- 
ingly impossible by wresting the 
‘crown from the hitherto invincible 
Capablanca by a score of 6 games 
to 3 with 25 games drawn in the 
longest match in chess history. 

In July one of the largest be tate og 
of the year was staged at Kecksemit, 
bee gee’ where twenty masters took 
part, é€ winner of which was 
Alekhine. It remained for London, 
however, to stage the biggest inter- 
national event of the year the same 
month when sixteen nations com- 
peted. Hungary, led by Maroczy, 
was the winner, Denmark, was sec- 
ond and Great Britain third. 

In this country also chess saw 
great activity, chiefly through the 
organization of the National Chess 
Federation, which held its first tour- 
ney in Kalamazoo, Mich. N. T. 
Whitgker of Washington was the 
winner. The Western Association 
championship, also held at Kalama- 
zoo, was won by A. Margolis of Chi- 
cago.

BASKETBALL MAKES 
FURTHER ADVANCE 


Popularity. Is More Widespread 
Than Ever—Opening of the ' 
Palestra a Signal Event. 





As has been the case for a number 
of years past, basketball continued to 
make tremendous strides during the 
past twelvemonth. It has long since 
taken rank as one of the leading 
games of the United States and now 
enjoys widespread popularity in 
other countries as well.

The thrilling and speedy sport of 
ice hockey enjoyed ‘another highly 
successful season during 1927 and 
the popularity of the game in this 
country was more widespread than 
ever. Interest hereabouts centred 
chiefly in the race for the champion- 
ship of the National Hockey League, 
the leading professional hockey or- 
ganization of the world. During the 
first four months of the past year 
this league completed its first season 
following the reorganization which 
increased the number of teams in the 
circuit to ten. 

During the latter part of 1926 teams 
in the National Hockey League were 
established in: Chicago and Detroit 
and a second team, the Rangers, was 
organized in this city.. As a result 
the American. teams in the league 
outnumber the Canadian teams by 
six to four. The American teams are 
the New York Rangers; the New 
York Americans, the Boston Bruins, 
the Pittsburgh Pirates, the Detroit 
Cougars and the Chicago Black 


Hawks. The Canadian teams are the 
Ottawa: Senators, the Montreal Ma- 
roons, the Montreal Canadiens and 
the Toronto Maple Leafs. 
With the National Hockey e 
thus constituted, the season of 1926-27 
came to a close last April with the 
Ottawa Senators, one of the best sex- 
tets of all time, as the winners of the 
league title and also of the Stanley 


Cup, which is emblematic of the 
world’s title. - After: winning the 
championstI of the International 


Group. of the. league the Senators 
met and defeated the Boston Bruins, 
winners in the American Group, for 
the world’s title. 

The Ts covered themselves 
with. glory during their first season 
in the league and their work far 
overshadowed that of the Americans. 
Of the four games played between 
New York’s two teams the Ts 
won three and the Americans one. 
At the end of the regular season the 
Rangers were in first place in the 
American Group while the Americans 
were fourth in the International 
Group. According to the rules of the 
reorganized league, the teams finish- 
ing first; second and third in each 
group qualified for the play-offs. 
The Boston Bruins were second and 
the Chicago Black Hawks were third 
in the American Group while the 
Montreal Canadiens were second and 
the Montreal Maroons third in the 
International Group. ~ 

In the American Group the Bruins 
defeated ‘the Black Hawks for the 
right to meet the Rangers for the 
championship of that division. In the 
series of two games the Boston sex- 
tet was the winner by a total of three 
goals to one, the first game being a 
scoreless tie. 

In the International Group the Mon- 

treal Canadiens triumphed over the 
Maroons by two goals to one. The 
first games ended in a 1 to 1 tie and 
the second went to the Flying 
Frenchmen by 1 to 0. In the series 
for the championship of this division 
the Canadiens lost ‘to th Senators 
by 5 to 1.. The Ottawa players won 
the first game of the series by 4 to 
0 and then held the Canadiens to a 
1 to 1 tie in the second encounter.
